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HEATER LOCATIONS AID IN 
ECONOMY AND EFFICIENCY 


Get the most from your auto- 
matic water heater by having it 
in the best location, 

Bill Cox, Auburn University 
agricultural engineer, says that 
jwater heaters should be as close 
as possible to hot water outlets. 

“This will aid in economy and 
efficiency,” states Cox. 

The heater should be accessible 
for servicing as well as located in 
such a place where it will be easy 
to clean the floor and walls around 
it. Dirt and lint can be dangerous. 

“Install the heater also in a 
place that will permit free circu- 
lation of fresh air,’ advises the 
Extension Service staff member. 

If the heater is closed in a place 
where no air can circulate, there 
could be a fire. “The air needs to 
be free from combustible fumes,” 
stresses Cox. 

“In the case of gas water heat- 
ers, the vertical vent should be 
located as close as possible to the 
water heater,” Cox suggests. 

“And don’t put a heater under 
stairs or landings, in a bathroom, 
bedroom, or a confined space 
opening into a bathroom or -bed- 
room,” says the specialist.

the Legislature, the person the 
least understandable is the one 
who places himself on the “gen- 
uine public interest” pedestal. 

You know them, the reformer 
or so-called do-gooder. Mainly not 
understandable is the person’s 
idiotic notion he’s always right, 
others always wrong, and the al- 
most neurotic inability to under- 
stand he may just be wrong on 
occasion. 

This scribe learned long ago he 
is never absolutely positive he is 
right, because he’s never abso- 
lutely positive that anything is 
true. Sure, something may seem 
to be true, and you may not be able 
to think of anything that proves 
it untrue—but this is merely say- 
ing my thoughts are limited, not 
that this idea itself is absolutely 


steadfast. 

Some other fellow, born on the 
better side of the tracks or drink- 
ing better scotch, may prove this | 
notion wrong in the morning, and 
if not then, perhaps the morning 
after.

But perhaps you, and this journ- 
alist, naturally, want power also— 
but with this writer, at least, not 
the kind to hurt or run over a few 
folks to show them you can.

MERRY CHRISTMAS! 


This week, one hundred years 
ago, Christmas festivities moved 
into first place in the minds and 
hearts of Southerners even though 
the Confederacy was experiencing 
most trying times. The war had 
brought about various acute short- 
ages in food and clothing, but) 
Christmas was celebrated in 1862 
in much the usual manner. 

Because of the many shortages, 
one oldier at camp was particular- 
ly interested in a special package 
from home. He had _ written: 
“Please send me a bottle of bran- 
dy and some sugar, and I will 
make an eggnog if I can manage | 
to get some eggs.” 

The children were spared many 
of the worries about shortages. 
In Richmond, the Whig informed 
its young readers about Santa’s 
visit. In describing Santa Claus, 
the paper made sure he was a true 
Confederate who could and would 
arrive on time under the dfificult | 
situation. “He has alipped across 
the icebound blockade of the Po- 
tomac with his reindzer team,” 
the paper sald on Christmas Eve. 

After Christmas Day celebra- 
tions, a captain in Wheeler’s Con- 
federate Calvary at Murfreesboro, 
Tennessee stated: “—I felt feeble; 
but being anxious to be with my 
men, reported for duty.” 

And having reported to duty, 
he learned along with other mem- 
bers of Wheeler’s Calvary that 
the Federal troops were on the 
move from Nashville to attack the 
Confederates at Murfreesboro. 
Promptly Wheeler reported this 
movement to General Braxton 
Bragg who was in command of 
the Confederate Army of Tennes- 
see. With the enemy within thirty 
miles, a large holiday dance was 
cancelled in town and all efforts 
were made to strengthen the po- 
sitions of Confederate troops. 
Thus one hundred years ago Whee- 
ler’s Cavalry, the eyes of Bragg’s 
army, was back at work the day 
after Christmas.

BEST WAY TO DRESS 
AND PROCESS WILD GAME 


Follow the same general sort 
of treatment for wild game as you 
would for dressing a chicken or 
steer. 

Poor wild game dinners are of- 
ten the result of improper clean- 
ing. Cleaned and processed right, 
wild game has a delicious taste, 
says Auburn University Extension 
Fish and Wildlife Specialist Earl 
F. Kennamer. 

He gave these pointers in dress- 
ing both large and small game: 

1. Dress all small game—dove, 
quail, squirrels, and rabbits—as 


soon as possible. Don’t carry the | 


game around in a hot hunting 
coat all day long. And don’t over- 
wash the cleaned game. 

Use old game for stew, pie or 
dumpling dishes. Fry or 


ber that most game mammals and 
birds have less fat than domestic 
birds and mammals and that wild 
varieties need added fat or oil in 
cooking. 

2. When you kill a deer, you

cause the heart has stopped beat- 
ing. However, the abdominal cav- 
ity may be filled with blood from 
internal bleeding. Split the car- 
cass down the belly and remove 
all internal organs. Drain all blood 
and be careful not to puncture 
the intestines or you may have 
tainted meat. And when skinning, 
don’t touch the musk glands on 
the legs. Take the carcass to a 


|butcher shop or freezing plant and 
‘have the meat aged for seven to 


10 days at 38-40 degrees before 
cutting up into steaks, roasts, and 
“deerburger” for your freezer.

Telephone Rates To Be Increased _ 


Telephone growth was cited by 
Southern Bell Telephone Company 
as ‘the factor requiring that con- 
sideration be given reclassification 
of Columbiana to its appropriate 
rate ‘group. This would mean a 
slight increase in monthly rates 
for _telephone subscribers. This 
statement was made by H. B. Lac- 
Key; Assistant Vice President for 
Southern Bell, at a public hearing 
Eriday in Montgomery before 
Alabama Public Service Commis- 
sion. J. L. Switzer, local manager 
forthe company, said that rates 
ate’Based on 1953 conditions and 

umbiana’s growth necessitates 
the’ ‘change. “The value of tele- 
phone servicé increases as the 
number of telephones that. can be 
oa without a long™ distance 
charge increases,” he said. 


“With this change, Columbiana 
exchange subscribers would pay 
same basic rate as customers in 
towns of comparable size,” he 
added. Under the appropriate 
group rates, residence private-line 
service would increase .25 cents; 
two-party lines, .10 cents; four- 
party lines, .10 cents; and eight- 
party lines, .10 cents. 

“Business rates in Columbiana 
would increase .75 cents for pri- 
vate lines, .75 cents for two-party 
lines, .76 cents for four-party lines 
and .25 cents for eight-party lines. 

“Columbiana and Alabama have 
been growing at a fast rate,” J. 
L. Switzer said, “and telephone 
growth has paralleled this trend. 
Since 1953, the number of tele- 
phones -here has increased from 
773 to 1,420.”

WASHINGTON —- One of the 
most controversial issues before 
the 89th Congress is whether or 
not the nation’s lawmakers will 
maintain the present 15-man 
House Rules Committee or reduce 
it to 12 members. 

Alabama has had only three 
congressmen on the Rules group, 
one of Congress’s oldest and most 
powerful committees. They were 
the late Oscar W. Underwood, 
William B. Bankhead and, pres- 
ently, Seventh District Rep. Carl 
Elliott of Jasper. 

There has been a great deal 
written and said of the “so-called 
Kennedy administration stacked 
Rules Committee.” Informants 
explain, however, when Kennedy 
was elected it was the late House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn’s idea to 
enlarge the House Rules Commit- 
tee from 12 to 15 members and 
not Kennedy himself; even though 


there was no doubt Kennedy was| 


glad to see the change. 

And here’s why, sources say. 
When there were only 12 members 
on the committee, there were 
eight Democrats and four Repub- 
licans. Two of the eight Demos, 


Smith of Va. and Colmer of Miss., | 


(who reportedly never supported 
the Democratic ticket) usually 
joined the four GOP’ers to “block 


legislation which was in the peo- | 


ple’s interest.” 

Yet, reports continued, Smith 
and Colmer always fell back on 
the Civil Rights issue when ex- 
plaining why they voted with the 
GOP, claiming they went with the 
Republicans on the committee in 
order to prevent the possibility 
of integration measures reaching 
the House floor. However, this 
coalition “didn’t work when it came 
to Civil Rigshts bills, because the 
Rights measures of 1956 and 1960 
were the first such integration 
laws passed by Congress in 80 
years. 

When it came to Civil 
measures the four Republicans 
didn’t join Smith and Colmer, they 
joined the ultro-liberal Demos to 
push the bills out of committee 
for a House vote. It was claimed 
the only time the coalition was 
effective was on such bills as the 
minimum wage increase, Library 
Service Act, ete. 

In a recent interview, said El- 
liott, the fifteenth member of the 
powerful committee, “When I was 
appointed to the Rules Committee 
two years ago I informed Speaker 
Rayburn and all others concerned 
that I would vote to spread more 
opportunity for Alabamians and 
Americans, but that I would not 
blindly go along with the Presi- 
dent’s' program when I felt it 
wouldn’t help my folks back home. 

“My voting record while a Rules 
Committee member,” Elliott went 
on, “has been Southern in its ori- 
entation even though I have on 
several occasions voted as a lib-

Federals gained the initiative at 
Manassas, at Murfreesboro the 
Confederates moved first. While 
the Federal troops were having 
breakfast on December 31, 1862, 
General W. J. Hardee made the 
planned move “to the right”. The 
surprise attack caused Federal 
lines to fold back for three miles 
like a door hinge. But by mid- 
afternoon, lines were reformed 
and Hardee’s troops repulsed. 
Both armies rested on New 
Year’s day, 1863. But on January 
2, 1863, Confederate troops under 
General J. C. Breckinridge were 
ordered to advance over an open 
cotton field, facing enemy fire. In 
order to deafen the fire of battle, 
Breckinridge’s troops plucked cot- 
ton from the salks and stuffed 
their ears. After twenty minutes, 
and losing 1800 men, Breckinridge 
retreated to his former position. 
Little fighting occurred on Jan- 
uary 3, the final day of the battle, 
and General Braxton Bragg decid- 
ed to withdraw his troops to the 
Shelbyville - Wartrace - Tullahoma 
area. Bragg was supported by 
military units from Alabama as 
follows: 14 Infantry units; eight 
Batteries; and Wheeler’s Calvary 
with the Ist, 3rd, 4th and 51st 
Alabama Calvary as a part. 
Federal forces made no attempt 
to pursue, choosing rather to oc- 
cupy Murfreesboro and encamp 
there for six months. The Federal 
Commander, General William S. 
Rosecrans, rode through his badly 
mangled army saying: “All right! 
boys, all right; Bragg’s a good 
dog, but Hold Fast’s a better.” 
The Battle of Murfreesboro per- | 
haps cost more and meant less 
than any battle of the Civil War 
—with Federal losses estimated at 
13,000 and Confederate losses at 
10,000. The Battle, which had al- 
most. no results; has been com- 
pared to the Battle of Antietam 
in that each battle was “a draw”. 


|PREVENT STUBBORN STAINS 
|BY TREATING THEM EARLY 

| After the fun and festivity of 
\holiday entertaining, table linens 
are often left with stubborn spots 
jand stains. 

| “So now is the time for some 
|suggestions for pre-treating some 
jof the more common ones before 
washing the article,” says Jeanne 
Priester of Auburn University. 

To remove candle wax, first 
‘scrape off as much wax as possi- 
ble with a knife. Put the stained 
spot between white blotters and 
press with a hot iron. 

Next rub the spot with a com- 
mercial * grease solvent sold at 
drug and grocery stores. 

“Be sure and read the label on 
the container of the solvent,” 
warns the Extension Service staff 
member. “Follow the precautions; 
wash in warm suds.” 

To get rid of coffee and tea 
stains, stretch the stained fabric 
tightly over a bowl and pour boil- 
ing water through it from a height 
of a few feet. Then wash the fab- 
ric in hot suds. 

If gravy or white sauce stains 
an article, soak it in cool water 
for 30 minutes. : 

If the stain remains, work de- 
tergent into it and allow the ar- 
ticle to dry. Then if a greasy stain 
remains, sponge.it with a grease 
solvent and wash in warm suds. 

The equipment and _ housing 
specialist says that meat juice 
stains can be removed by soaking 
the article in cool water and wash- 
ing in hot suds. 

“Don’t laundry linens thinking 
the stains will come out during a 
good washing or rinsing,” reminds 
Miss Priester. “Stains should al- 
ways be removed before launder- 
ing.” 

“And remember,” says the ex- 
pert, “the quicker the stain is 
treated, the easier it will be to 
remove.”

Nonprofit associations of rural 
residents may borrow up to $1 
million to finance changes in pres- 
ent land use. The maximum inter- 
est is 5%. These loans may be 
made for up to 40 years, 


Examples of associations that 
might be eligible for one of these 
loans, said Mr. Pierce, are non- 
profit corporations, soil conserva- 
tion or grazing districts, local 
recreation associations; small 
towns and other public agencies 
in rural areas. 

To qualify for a recreation loan, 
individual farmers and associa- 
tions must supply proof they are 
junable to obtain needed credit 
elsewhere on reasonable’ terms. 
They must also pledge security 
for the loans.

On Life Insurance 


Money needed to meet financial 
emergencies can be obtained by 
veterans holding permanent GI 
life insurance without surrender- 
ing their policies for cash. 

Veterans Administration offi- 
cials at the Montgomery Regional 
Office reported today that in the 
post-holiday bill period and the 
upcoming income tax payment 
time, many Alabama veterans in- 
quired about the procedure for 
surrendering their long-held poli- 
cies for the cash value without 
realizing they can borrow up to 
94 per cent of that cash value and 
leave the policy in force. 

John D. Chapman, Contact Offi- 
cer, pointed out that once surren- 
dered for cash, all protection un-| 
der the insurance ceases forever,

The President’s Budget message 
which followed on Thursday did 
not enhance the possibility of a 
tax cut, however. The Adminis- 
tration estimates that its propos- 
ed $98.8 billion record budget will 
result in an $11.9 billion deficit 
in the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1964. This deficit will occur if 
Congress acts favorably on the 
President’s proposed tax reduction 
and reform. 

-Alabama Benefits- 

Of particular interest in the 
new budget are several items for 
the development of Alabama’s 
waterways. The largest of these is 
$7,700,000 to continue the con- 


Lock and Dam, which is being 
built on the Coosa-Alabama River 
System, and $250,000 for advance 
engineering and design of the 
Jones Bluff Lock and Dam. An 
additional million dollars is allo- 
cated to continue the deepening 
of the Mobile Harbor channel, 
which was begun last year with 
an initial appropriation of 
$600,000. 

Should Congress approve these 
items for Alabama contained in 
the President’s Budget, Alabama 
waterway development can pro- 
ceed at an orderly pace. There is 
every reason to believe approval 
will be forthcoming.

Selden Sends Protest 
To Robert Kennedy 


Congressman Armistead I. Sel- 
den has charged that Justice De- 
partment aerial photography of 
the University of Alabama cam- 
pus contains “ominous overtones 
of police statism.” 

In a letter to Attorney General 
Robert E. Kennedy, Congressman 
Selden strongly protested the 
Justice Department’s ordering 
aerial photos of Tuscaloosa and 
the University campus. The Ala- 
bama lawmaker told Kennedy that 
the people of Alabama “whose 
patriotism and loyalty has been 
proven by an outstanding record 
of volunteer service in two World 
Wars and the Korean Conflict, 
deserve better from their own 
government.” 

Selden, who is Chairman of the 
House Inter-American Affairs 
Subcommittee, reminded the At- 
torney General that “the commu- 
nist threat to our hemisphere re- 
mains a critica] one.” 

“Your Department’s action can 
only serve to divide our people at 
a time when unity of purpose is 
vital to our national security,” 
Selden said. 

Congressman Selden added that 
as an alumnus of the University

Feast In Midst of Famine 


Fifteen thousand bales of hay 
were all the barns would hold, or 
James M. Rowe, Jr. would proba- 
bly have many more in them, al- 
though his herd of 250 cattle and 
30 shetland ponies seem to thrive 
just as well on the deep growth of 
bahia grass left in several fields 
left un-cut in late summer. 


Formerly a dairyman, Rowe 
turned to beef and ponies when a 
small industry he established in 
nearby Vincent began to demand 
too much of his time. Fields on 
his 637 acre farm were taken out 
of row-crops and planted to pas- 
ture. 

As part of this change-over, 
Pensacola Bahia grass that had 
proved itself on an 80 acre field 
planted at the instigation of B. F. 
Hatchett, Shelby County Soil 
Conservation Service technician 
was expanded to cover 200 acres. 
Winter legwmes were planted on 
this grass, and more than 100 
acres of lower, wetnatured land 
was planted in fescue and clover. 

Although he has become firmly 
convinced of the hay making 
property of the drought resistant 
bahia grass, which made up % 
of his 1962 harvest, observation 
of his cattle has pointed out ano- 
ther valuable aspect. 

“T find that where I did not get 
to cut the late growth for hay, 
since the barns were filled, or 
where I saved the 8000 pounds of 
seed I combined, the cattle con- 
tinue grazing the frost killed ba- 
hia with as much liking and with 
about the same gains as they get

Albert J. Lingo, Director of the 
Department of Public Safety, and 
Ed E. Reid, Executive Director of 
the “Alabama League of Munici- 
palities, who are the sponsors of 
the Alabama Police Academy, 
made a joint release today an- 
nouncing the Sixteenth Session of 
the academy which has _ been 
scheduled from Monday, April 15 
through May 24, 1963.

Mr. Lingo and 
Mr. Reid said that the school cur- 
riculum has been developed for 
law enforcement officers who 
have a sincere desire to improve 
themselves in the law enforce- 
ment profession.

Alabama this week begins an 
intensive review of eligibility of 
487 of the families receiving Aid 
to Dependent Children through the 
Department of Pensions and Se- 
curity, Commissioner Ruben K. 
King revealed today. 

“This is our part in the nation- 
wide investigation requested by 
the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee of which Alabama’s own 
Lister Hill is a sub-committee 
chairman,” King explained. “The 
U. S. Department of Health, Ed- 
ucation, and Welfare is directing 
the study, which will include a 
home visit to each family chosen 
by a special objective sampling 
method.” 

Some of the families receiving 
Aid to Dependent Children 
through the Shelby County De- 
partment of Pensions and Secur- 
ity may be chosen for special re- 
investigation as a part of a na- 
tionwide study, Mrs. Nell Fulton, 
Director, said today. 

She explained that Alabama is 
participating in the study request- 
ed by the Senate Appropriations | 
Committee of which Lister Hill is 
a sub-committee chairman. The 
Committee wants to learn whether 
or not families are eligible, and 
wants states to have a systematic 
system to assure validity of their 
caseloads. In addition, the U. S. 
Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare is concerned about 
social problems in families ineli- 
gible for aid. 

There will be a home visit to 
of the 487 families included 
in the statewide sample for the 
survey, Mrs. Fulton said. The 
sample was chosen from cases 
with recent action (reviews, ap-| 
proval, disapproval) and from the 
continuing caseload. The review-

} Trademarks are symbols for 
| product identification, and, equal- 
j\ly important, they are symbols 
of corporate goodwill. The value 
of a trademark is developed by 
,its use and popularity—its public 
‘acceptance. The future safety 
and protection of it are largely 
the responsibility of the owner 
who must exercise constant vigi- 
‘lance to guard against its misuse 
‘which might result in loss of ex- 
;Clusive rights to it, 
: Many Patents Lost 
There have been about 740,000 
-trademarks registered .by the 

U.S. Patent Office since 1881, but 
jthere is no way of knowing how 
Many are in actual use today. 
Many have simply died natural 
deaths through competition or 

| Obsolescence, but many were also 
‘lost through careless “policing” 
by their owners. 

_ When a trademark is put into 
use to identify a specific piece of 
goods, several things can happen 
to it. It may, through inherent 
quality, aggressive advertising 
and salesmanship and careful 
protection become an enormously 
valuable property. Or, through 
‘carelessness, ignorance, or 
‘apathy, it can fall into disuse, or 
perhaps become a generic word 
and pass into the “lower case” 
‘limbo of community - property 

: words. 


: Can Be Very Valuable 

Some trademarks are particu- 
larly valvable and have been pro- 
tected by their owners since their 
‘registration before the turn of 
the century. Examples of some 
of these are Kodak (1888), 
Coca-Cola (1893), Ivory (1879), 
Bicycle Playing Cards (1885), 
Vaseline (1878), and Quaker Oats 
(1895). 

In order to prevent a trade- 
mark from becoming generic, its 
owner must not do anything to 
encourage its generic use, either | 


a Se 
in its advertising or in its own us- 
age. This responsibility also in- 
cludes pointing out errors in 
usage wherever possible when 
someone else misuses the trade- 
mark. Perhaps the classic exam- 
ple of the loss of a valuable trade- 
mark is the case of “aspirin.” 
This trademark owned by 
Bayer’s, was advertised on a 


huge scale but ended by being lost | 
because it was allowed to become! 
used.as a general term to de-' 


scribe any or a group of head-! 
ache pain remedies. As a result,! 
the courts refused to protect it 
as a trademark and it has now 
become a common, generic word.! 


Must Be Capitalized 

One of the frequent misuses of 
a trademark is a failure to capi- 
talize it in print. A trademark, 
like the name of a person, is fully | 
entitled to capitalization wher-! 
ever it is written, Failure to capi- 
talize a trademark can actually) 
lead to confusion in certain cases. ! 
A case in point is the registered! 
trademark “Coke” which is the! 
brand name for the product of 
The Coca-Cola Company and the 
word “coke” which is the general 
name for a by-product of coal/ 
produced by anyone. 


The situation with respect to 
two of The Coca-Cola Company's 
trademarks — COKE and. 
COCA-COLA — is unusual in| 
that they are synonymous and. 
each of them means the world! 
famous product of The Coca-Cola | 
Company and nothing else. 

The solution to the problem of 
achieving and preserving leral 
rights to trademarks lies in the 
education of the general public 
through proper advertising and 
proper merchandising, most 
trademark authorities believe, 
along with constant vig‘!onc2 on 
the part of trademark owners to 
guard against misuse.

Head stated that the most com- 
mon practice in selling GI homes 
is for the veteran to just “sell his 


equity” and let the new owner 
“take up the monthly payments. 
But,” he added, “our Department 
wants to warn these veterans to 
check carefully the credit rating 
and reputation of any prospective 
buyer in these cases before the 
sale is closed, because in the event 
there is a forfeiture in the future 
by any subsequent owner and the 
government suffers a loss on its 
guaranty, then the original vet- 
eran-owner will be called on to 
make up for the loss.”

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OPPORTUNITY KNOCKS 
FOR FARMERS 


Adequate outdoor recreational 
facilities are among .Alabama’s 
most pressing needs, according to 
O. C. Medlock, state conserva- 
tionist of the Soil Conservation 
Service, Auburn. 

“Every day more and more fam- 
ilies are turning to the country- 
side for the recreation they can- 
not find in the big metropolitan 
areas,” Medlock adds. 

“Farmers are in a position to 
help meet these needs. In almost 
every rural community there are 
recreational potentials which 
could be developed by individual 
farmers, a group of farmers, or 
a community. These include vaca- 
tion farms, picnicking and sports 
centers, fishnig waters, camping 
and nature recreation areas, hunt- 
ing areas, hunting preserves, and 
selling recreation land or recrea- 
tion use rights.” 

The Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service is au- 
thorized to assist farmers with 
cost-sharing payments in convert- 
ing land from crop production to 
recreation, provided the programs 
are consistent with long-range 
conservation plans developed with 
the help of the Soil Conservation 
Service. 

The state conservationist point- 
ed out that with more leisure time 
and more spendable income, out- 
door-hungry people are willing to 
pay for the privilege of hunting, 
fishing, boating, swimming and 
picnicking. Nationwide, Ameri- 
cans are spending more than $20 
billion annuaily for recreation. 
Already some Alabama farmers 
have found recreation a new and 
profitable sideline to farming, 
using land not suitable for culti- 
vation or needed for crops. 

Medlock explained that the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture, 
recognizes that the ever-growing 
demand for outdoor recreation 
will give many rural people new 
jobs and new sources of income 
while providing rural and urban 
people with opportunities for re- 
laxation and enjoyment. For that 
reason, the Department encour- 


ages income-producing recrea- 
tional land use on non-Federal 
rural land areas. 

The primary responsibility for 
resource conservation and land 
use rests with the people who 
own and operate the land, but 
under the USDA Food and Agri- 
culture Act of 1962, the Depart- 
ment provides assistance -.. when 
local ‘people take/ the initiative 
and assume leadership. 

The Act calls for the Soil Con- 
servation Service to serve as the 
focal point for the Department in 
assisting owners of private lands 
to establish, income-producing re- 
creation enterprises, Medlock says. 

“However, this will not be done 


as a separate and distinct opera- 
tion but as a part of a conserva- 
tion plan for the entire unit. The 
traditional SCS concept of one 
conservation plan for a farm re- 
Mains unchanged,” he emphasized. 
“Recreation is simply an addition 
to the recognized list o alterna- 
tive land uses.” 

’ Financial assistance to farmers 
involvnig credit arrangements will 
be the responsibility of the Far- 
» mers Home Administration. Loans 
will be made to farmers who per- 
gonally operate family farms who 
are unable to obtain credit from 
other sources’ orm reasonable terms, 
and to associations of farmers 
and rural residents. Projects that 


the loans will finance include 
camp grounds, swimming lakes, 
fishing ponds, beaches, tennis 
eourts, riding stables, natural 


trails, and vacation cottages. No | 
loan may exceed $60,000. 

“Installing recreation .on the 
State’s farms is a mammoth un- 
dertaking,” Medlock says, “but 
the needs are great and oppor- 
tunities for its expansion are 
Many. Estimates are that nation- 
wide 23 million more acres of 
land will be needed for recreation 
by 1980. A lot of this land is 
presently being farmed, and some 
of it offers wonderful opportuni- 
ties for outdoor recreation.”

The Alabama Forestry Council 
also unanimously endorsed the 
program at their semi-annual 
meeting held in Montgomery, Jan. 
22. This Council is composed of 
representatives from forest indus- 
tries, forest agencies, and the 
Alabama Department of Conser- 
vation. 

The “Plant Trees—Grow Jobs” 
program is a joint project between 
seven southern states — Missis- 
sippi, Alabama, Georgia, Tennes- 
see, South Carolina, Kentucky, 
and Virginia. It was initiated at 
the Southern Governors’ Confer- 
ence last October. R. L. Chipman, 
Chairman of the Council, states 
that the object of this program is 
to reforest the approximately 13 
million acres of idle and eroding 
land in these seven states within 
the next seven years. He pointed 
out that if Alabama will reforest 
its 1,700,000 acres, these addi- 
tional acres of growing timber 
will within a few years support 
additional wood-using industries 
in the State resulting in thousands 
of additional jobs. 

Conservative Director Claude D. 
Kelley and State Forester J. M. 
Stauffer assure the landowners 
that the Department of Conserva- 
tion’s Forestry Division will make 
every effort to furnish these 
seedlings from its nurseries at 
prevailing prites. Applications for 
these seedlings are available at 
all county foresters, county 
agents, and county soil conserva- 
tion offices. ' 


PUBLIC EATING PLACES

Have you ever seen a person 
wipe the silverware on his napkin 
before eating in a restaurant? 
This is an indication that all is 
not as it should be in some res- 
taurants. Realizing that severe 
sickness and even epidemics can 
be the result. of unsanitary condi- 
tions in eating places, health of- 
ficials are constantly working to- 
ward the day when a person can 
go into any éating place assured 
that everyone from the manager 
down to the dish-washer has done 
everything humanly possible to 
insure a safe meal. 

Adequate lighting is a sign of 
a good restaurant. Dim lighting, 
unsealed cracks in floor covering 
or around booths, a smell of 
grease, cracked cups and dishes, 
and dirty washrooms are indica- 
tions of an undesirable restaurant. 
Watch for clean windows and 
sidewalks too. 

Quality of service is important. 
Waitresses and bartenders who 
pick up glasses by putting their 
fingers in the top and waitresses 
who serve food by stacking one 
dish on top of another are not 


using sanitary methods. Glasses 
should be washed instead of 
merely rinsed; ice and butter 


should be picked up with imple- 
ments rather than with fingers; 
and silver should be picked up by 
the handles only. 

Balanced meals, fresh salads, 
and moist meats are indications 
of good cooking. Brilliantly green 
vegetables have been cooked with 
a touch of baking soda which 
heightens color; but it washes out 
flavér, makes food slimy, and may 
destroy vitamins. 

With the acceptance of the idea 
that the welfare of the customer 
comes first, restaurant operators 
and employees could maintain 
clean eating places and help pro- 
mote better health.

Vocational agriculture students in Montevallo High 
School wall join Future Farmers of America members 
throughout the nation in activities to focus attention on the 
importance of agriculture during National FFA Week, 
kebruary 16-23. 

“AGRICULTURE—Vital To America” is this year’s 
FFA Week theme. The farm boys will undertake a cam- 
paign to inform the general public about the importance 
of the agricultural industry to America, and of the numer- 
ous and wide variety of opportunities that exist in this field 
for young men who have a background of farm experience 
and training. 

“We have such an abundance of food in America that 
people are taking farmers for granted,” said M. Thornton, 
vocational agriculture teacher and FFA advisor. ‘Actually, 
farming is our largest and most vital industry, and it is be- 
coming increasingly important with our expanding popu- 
lation. In our area, particularly, most of the businesses, 
and most of the jobs, are basicly dependent upon surround- 
ing farms for their existence. Take away the farms, and for 
all practical purposes you would destroy the entire 
community.” 

Locally, members: of the Montevallo FFA chapter plan 
to visit Westinghouse plant, and hold a county-wide meet- 
ing. 

Membership in the FFA is made up of boys who are 
students of vocational agriculture in high school. The or- 
ganization’s activities are designed to help develop rural 
leadership and good citizenship, and to stimulate the boys 
to better achievement in their study and work toward 
successful establishment in farming or other agricultural 
occupations. 

The Montevallo FFA chapter has 108 members. 

ies The national Future Farmer organization has 383,000 
inembers, with 9,000 local chapters in the 50 States and 
Puerto Rico. Membership in Alabama totals over 7000 with 
around 400 in Shelby County. 

Future Farmers choose the week of George Washing- 
ton’s birthday each year for the observance of National 
FFA Week. Although usually recognized as a Revolution- 
ary War General and our first President, Washington’s first 
love was the farm. He was one of the first in the nation to 
practice contour planting, crop rotations, fertilization, and 
other soil conservation and improvement methods. 

Our theme for this week is “AGRICULTURE”—Vital 
To America.” It is a theme that we plan to promote for the 
remainder of this year, and for so long as there is a need 
to remind the American public that farmers and others 
working in the broad field of agriculture are making a 
vital—and essential—contribution to the nation’s economy. 

Perhaps the best way to point out the contribution 
that farmers are making to America is to tell you that in 
most countries of the world people spend one-half or more 
of their disposable income for food. In America we spend 
less than one-fifth, leaving a good share of the income to 
purchase the products of industry; for housing, for medical 
care, education, and recreation. I dare say there isn’t one 
person reading this who does not have for his use an auto- 
mobile, a telephone, a television set, at least one radio, 
modern plumbing, and dozens of other so-called necessities 
that would be called luxuries in other countries . . . How 
many of these could you afford if half your income haa to 
be spent on food? 

As all of you know, the percentage of farm people to 
the total U.S, population is declining. But do you know that 
there still are more than 14 million persons living on farms? 
And do you know that the value of farm products sold dur- 
ing 1962 was in excess of 35 billion dollars? Have you stop- 
ped to think that farmers’ investment in real estate alone 
is more than 130 billion dollars—not to mention machinery 
livestock, and other productive investments? 

These figures are impressive, but I expect you're 
thinking of the news stories you’ve been reading about our 
surplus agricultural production. Let me give you something 
ejise to think about. With in the next 20 years, population 
in the United States is expected to increase 30 percent—to 
245 million. No one aeraey, doubts the American farm- 
er’s ability to meet this challenge, but our confidence is 
based on the fact that tomorrow’s farmer will be even b:t- 
itr educated than the farmer'of today. This is the place of 
vocational agriculture—to train us to meet this challenge. 

Let’s go back to our theme: “AGRICULTURE—Vital 
To America.” And let’s take a lcok at this community. 

Is agriculture importent to us? Forget, for a moment, 
that we depend upon agriculture for our food. Let’s say 
we can buy that food from some other agricultural area. 
What will we buy it with? What would Shelby County 
amount to if there were not farmers surrounding us? How 
much of the income of this community is basicly dependent 
upon agriculture? Think about it. Is your future tied to the 
future of farming? 

It’s a common practice for towns, when they have pro- 
blems, to go out seeking some industry to bolster the econ- 
umy. This is fine, but how many of these same towns have 
made a real effort to improve the, basic industry? their 
oS <2? ttcto? Bach of us—those who livé and 
work on farms and those who operate or hold jobs in busi- 
ness—are dependent upon the agriculture of this com- 
munity. 

Agriculture is vital to America. Agriculture is vital to 
our town—to our entire area. The Future Farmers of 
America urge you to use whatever influence you have to 
promote and to improve agriculture. Working together for 
an efficient and prosperous agriculture, we can do much 
to improve our community and our nation.

Dr. Laura Wright 
Speaks At Pelham 


Dr. Laura F. Wright, Professor 
of the Speech Department, Ala- 
bama College, addressed the Pel- 
ham P.T.A. on the evening of Feb. 
11, Her subject was “Speech Cor- 
rection in Shelby County”. 

Dr. Wright, among other things, 
pointed out the speech correction 
work in Shelby County, which be- 
gan in January 1962, under the 
direction of the Speech Depart- 
ment of Alabama College. To get 
this valuable service, it was nec- 
essary only for the schools to ask 
for it. Only eight schools respon- 
ded. These were: Maylene, May- 
berry, Helena, Pelham, Calera, 
Columbiana, Vincent and Wilson- 
ville. The therapist came to each 
schoo] one-half day every other 
week. Pelham School received 127 
lessons, the largest number of les- 
sons in any school participating 
in this program. 

Parents and teachers in these 
schools were gratified at the good 
results in the children’s improve- 
ment and progress made in the 
correction of their speech disa- 
bilities. 

This year, Thompson High 
School has been added to the list. 

All funds now available for this 
speech correction service to Shel- 
by County’s schools are provided 
by the Shelby County affiliate of 
the Society for Crippled Children 
and Adults, Inc., better known to 
the public as the Easter Seal 
Service.

Even with the mounting concern 
in Washington over increased 
Communist activity in the Amer- 
icas, a rumble once again is heard 
on Capitol Hill to abolish or curb 
the powers of the House Un- 
American Activities Committee by 
cutting its appropriation. 

The renewed oral brickbats and 
negative votes thrown at one of 
the most successful vehicles Con- 
gress has in its fight against in- 


' ternal Communist subversion are 


not new. Opposition -to the com- 
mittee has existed intermittently 
since the group became a standing 
committee in 1945 for the purpose 
of investigating un-American pro- 
paganda. 

Public recognition of the threat 
of Communist subversion and in- 
filtration has been sharpened by 
the existence of a Soviet military 
and propaganda fortress 90 miles 
from our shores daily pumping 
the venom of communism not only 
into the countries of Latin Amer- 
ica, but into the United States as 
well. 

Keeps Constant Check 

To keep a continuous check on 
fifth colum infiltration and con- 
spiracy in this country, the House 
Un-American Activities Commit- 


tee is doing a creditable job. In-| 


deed, at present the committee is 
one of the best Congressional tools 
we have to “smoke out” Commu- 
nists and fellow-travelers, and of 
keeping a vigilant surveillance 
over Red methods of propaganda 
and tyranny in the. U.S. 

Two of the strongest legislative 
restrictions on Communist Party 
activities in the U.S. came from 
recommendations of this commit- 
tee. Also, the group has contribu- 
ted much to the understanding by 
the American people of the char- 
acter, purpose and extent of inter- 
national communism and _ its 
threat to our national security. 

The Un-American Committee 
plays a necessary role in our ever 
increasing battle against the in- 
ternal enemies of our way of life. 
My efforts will be directed to- 
wards retaining this committee 
and supplying it with the appro- 
priations necessary to carry on its 
vital work. 

UN Aid To Cuba 

The announcement made last 
week that the United Nations 
plans to give economic aid to the 
Castro regime constitutes flagrant 
contempt for the Inter-American 
policy of economic. sanction 
against Castro laid down at the 
Punta del Este conference, which 
I attended. 

Aid to Cuba by the UN will un- 
dermine and nullify the policies 
of the Organization of American 
States, the hemispheric organiza- 
tion through which we have ob- 
tained multi-lateral support in 
fighting Castro - Communism’s 
threat to our hemisphere. 

There has been much talk in re- 
cent months concerning the United 
Nations venturing into policy 
areas where it does not belong. 
This is just such an instance. I be- 
lieve that the U.S. should seriously 
reappraise our financial role in 


Washington 


supporting UN policies which run 
contrary to our own solemn hemis- 
pheric commitments. 


Drought Aid Okayed 

Most Alabama farmers in coun- 
ties stricken by severe drought and 
bitter cold may now receive a 50 
per cent rate reduction to trans- 
port hay and cotton seed hulls. 

Following authorization by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
ail major railroads serving Ala- 
bama have agreed to reduce their 
rates in order to aid Alabama 
cattlemen who are in urgent need 
of livestock feed. Your local ASC 
office can make all details of this 
program available to you. 

In the past weeks, I have been 
in constant contact with railroad 
officials—as well as officials of 
the Department of Agriculture 
and the state of Alabama—seek- 
jing the rail rate reduction, and I 
am pleased that our efforts have 
been successful. 


Deadline Eliminated 
For Veterans Training 


The general deadline for voca- 
tional rehabilitation training for 
disabled Korean Conflict veterans 
has been eliminated according to 
the Veterans Administration. 

The deadline for completion of 
such training formerly was Jan- 
uary 31, 1964, or nine years after 
being separated from the armed 
forces, whichever was _ earlier, 
Paul H. Tubb, Chief, Vocational 
Rehabilitation and Education Di- 
vision at the VA Regional Office 
in Montgomery, said. 

Under terms of a law passed by 
the last Congress, a veteran now 
has a full nine years after dis- 
charge from the armed forces in 
which to complete his training, 
with no cut-off deadline at an 
earlier date. b 

Eligible disabled Korean Conflict 
veterans may receive training, of 
such character and length as nec- 
essary to restore their ability to 
work, up to four years and in 
some cases exceeding four years. 

Before starting their training 
they must be interviewed and 
tested by VA counselors to deter- 
|mine their aptitudes and interests, 
|Tubb explained. 

The training will be at govern- 
ment expense and in addition the 


veteran may receive subsistence 
allowances as well as the disabil- 
ity compensation. 

The eligible veterans may enroll 
in schools or colleges, take on- 
the-job training or institutional 
on-the-farm training or _ enter 
other programs which combine 
classroom and on-the-job training.

Sparkman Sponsors

Casualties suffered by U. S. 
troops in South Viet Nam empha- 
|size the importance of the pro- 
|posed cold war G. I. Bill. 

That is the contention of Sen- 
ator John Sparkman (D., Ala.) 
|in broadcasts over Southern radio 
jand television stations over the 
}past week end. Sparkman has 
joined with other Senators in 
sponsoring a bill, S. 5, which 
|would provide educational bene- 
fits to veterans of the armed 
|furees, serving on active duty be- 
tween January 31, 1955 and July 
1, 1963. The benefits are similar 
to those given servicemen follow- 
ing World War II and the Korean 
conflict. 

Sparkman sponsored _ similar 
bills in the 86th and 87th Cno- 
giesses. In the 86th Congress the 
|Senate passed such a bill by a 
|57-31 vote; however, it did not 
|gain passage in the House. 
| Referring to the hazards of mil- 
itary service today, Sparkman 
said: “We have boys in the service 
that are actually on the firing 
line. Some of them are getting 
killed in South Viet Nam.” 

Sparkman also referred to such 
|“uneasy” places as the armistice 
line in North Korea and the 
“wall” in Berlin.

“Most people who are age 72 
or older know they can draw s0- 
cial security benefits regardless 
of their earnings. But there are 
still a few people who don’t rea- 
lize this,” says Cecil L Simpson, 
manager of the Birmingham dis- 
trict social security office. “Some 
people actually lose benefits be- 
cause they don’t come to the 
social security office soon enough” 
he says. 

If you are age 72 or over and 
haven’t yet contacted your local 
social security office, you are 
risking loss of benefits. The rules 
which limit earnings do not apply 
after age 72. 

These earnings rule# also per- 
mit many people age 62 to 72 to 
receive some benefits, while still 
working. Earnings of $1200 or 
less will permit a person to get 
all the benefits due him in a year. 
Earnings of over $1200 in a year 
cause benefits to be reduced on a 
sliding scale. You will lose $1 in 
benefits for each $2 you earn 
above $1200 and up to $1700. For 
each $1 of earnings above $1700, 
$1 of benefits will be withheld. 

“We want every one to get all 
the benefits they are entitled to 
under the law,’ Simpson says. 
“We have several booklets on this 
subject which we can furnish free 
of charge. Persons who believe 
themselves eligible to receive so- 
cial security payments should get 
in touch with the district social 
security office.”

place of the Confederacy” for the 
last 100 years and it is truly one 
of the nation’s greatest points of 
interest, extremely rich in histori- 
cal background. It is here that the 
Confederate States of America 
had its beginning as a government. 

On January 7, 1861, the Ala- 
bama Convention met in the hall 
of the House of Representatives 
in the Capitol Building at Mont- 
gomery. Four days later, after 
stormy debate and hours of bitter 
argument, an Ordinance of Seces- 
sion was passed and other South- 
ern States were invited to meet 
in Montgomery. Delegates from 
the other Southern States then 
met in the Capitol’s Senate Cham- 
ber and on February 2, 1861, 
formed the Provisional Confeder- 
ate Government. This historic 
shrine is open daily. 

The day after Alabama seceded 
from the Union Jefferson Davis, 
a graduate from West Point, a 
hero of the Mexican War and a 
former Secretary of War in Pres- 
ident Pierce’s cabinet, withdrew 
from the United States Senate and 
became President of the Confed- 
ercay. Davis took the oath of 
office as President of this nation 
on February 18, 1861, and this 
spot on the Capitol steps is mark- 
ed with a gold star. 

As President of the Confeder- 
acy, Davis lived in Montgomery 
during the first hectic months of 
the war and his home, “The First 
White House of the Confederacy”, 
is kept just as it was when he 
lived there. In-it are many of his 
personal effects and momentos of 
the period. The House is open 
daily and no admission is charged. 

The traveler who is looking for 
an interesting and historic place 
to visit can hardly afford to miss 
Montgomery. He could spend one 
day, a week end or two weeks and 
still find an abundance of intrigu- 
ing sights to keep him busy. 

Two other points of interest in 
Montgomery are: Archives and 
History Building, located near the 
State Capitol, which contains a 
rare collection of relics, docu- 
ments, pictures and curios of Ala- 
bama history; and the Montgom- 
ery Museum of Fine Arts at 
Lawrence and High Streets. This 
building houses paintings, Indian 


relics and historical material. It, | 


like the Archives and History 
Building, is ‘open to the public 
without charge. 

Space does not permit us to 
cover each point of interest in our 
fine Capitol City but we have had 
this opportunity of presenting 
what we consider some of the 
more historic. I sincerely hope 
you will plan a trip there soon 
and explore this State’s historical 
background.

When the insect loses the wax, 
its body fluids evaporate. It dries 
out and dies! 

The dust—a fluffy, white odor- 
less powder—requires about 90 
minutes to kill a roach. But 
Fairfield Chemicals, FMC Cor- 
poration, N.Y.C., pioneer insecti- 
cide maker, has reduced the time 
by adding to the dust an equally 
safe insecticide named Fairfield 
Pyrenone. Pyrenone speeds con- 
trol and flushes roaches from 
their hiding places into contact 
with the dust. .

Veterans may make their an- 
nual GI insurance dividends work 
for them, either to insure non- 
lapse of their policy because of 
late premium payment, or to build 
up an interest-bearing deposit. 

Now that all veteran policy- 
holders have received payment of 
their 1963 GI insurance dividends 
in a speeded-up program during 
January, they have nearly a year 
to decide whether they want sub- 
sequent dividends paid in cash or 
left with the Veterans Adminis- 
tration under one of three plans 
offered. 

John D. Chapman, Contact Of- 
ficer at the VA Regional Office, 
474 South Court Street, Mont- 
gomery. explained the three plans 
available to GI policyholders that 
will insure keeping their policies 
in force and/or build up an inter- 
est-bearing deposit just like in a 
bank. 

First is a d2posit plan where 
the veteran asks the VA Insurance 
Center holding his policy to leave 
|future dividends on deposit where 
}it will draw interest. He can draw 
pike the account, but deposits can 
lonly be from policy dividends. 
|Should he get in a tight, he can 
authorize the VA to pay a prem- 
ium for him from the fund. 

A secord plan is 
Credit Option and works the same 


}a built-in protection for the pay- 
|ment of any premiums the vet- 
eran might forget to pay before 
the grace period expires. This ac- 
|count also draws interest and the 
veteran can draw from it. Under 


A third plan is called the Pre- 
mium Option which authorizes the 
VA to use the dividend toward 
payment of future premiums on 
the anniversary date of the policy. 
Under this plan there is do de- 
posit with interest, nor can the 
veteran draw from it. 

No more dividend payments will 
be due GI policyholders this year 
since, in response to the President 
to help boost the economy of the 
nation, the VA paid $237 million 
in regular 1963 dividends and $90 
million in a special dividend to 
about five million veterans during 
the first four weeks of January. 

Normally, policyholders do not 
receive their regular dviid:nd un- 
til the month of the anniversary 
date of their policy, which spreads 
the payments out over a 12-month 
period, Chapman explained.

(Second in a series) 


One of the greatest responsibilities of to-days adult 
ci4izen is to insure that children in school have adequate 
fucilities for their educat.on. Competent teachers cannot do 
ther best when they musi work in crowded class rooms. 
Our ch.ldren are the losers when they graduate from any 
oi our Shelby County High Schools not one of which has an 
adequate science department. 

Our children are the losers by reason of the fact that 
there .s not a single higa school gymnasium in the county. 
It is difficult indeed to maintain an adequate physical edu- 
vaion program w-thout a gym. The poor physical fitness 
of our youth as evidenced by Select ve Service statistics 1s 
assurance of the need of our young people for a more 
adequ::te phys.cal education program. 

We have mentioned the need for more class rooms to 
relieve ercwded conditions; for gymnasiums, and for ade- 
enate science departments. Othter important needs exist. 
The elementary bu | v»llo and Siluria should 
be replaced. The Chelsea School should be replaced. A 
¢ j001 in the Pelnam-New Hope is a must. Inside rest rooms 
a-e needed in five schools. Lunch rooms are needed at Ca- 
leca aud at Columbiana Elementary. 

A Negro school at Vincent, at Calera, and at Almont 
siculd be built. Meeting these needs should go a long way 
ti;ward insuring two school systems in the county. 

A:e the people of Shelby County willing to assume the 
respousib lity to eliminate these inadequacies? Are we will- 
ing to pay an added assessment in order that our children 
may be better prepared to compete with students who grad- 
uate from other school systems where facilities have been 
adcquate? : 

Tne Shelby County Board of Education and the Super- 
iatendent propose that the people shall vote on whether | 
they w ll authorize an additional 4 mill tax for schools, all | 
of which will remain in Shelby County. 

The Hospital tax has been reduced 2 mills, thus if the 
racasure is approved by the voters, the tax payers will pay 
a aet increase of 2 mills. How much does this mean in dol- | 
lars and cents? For each $100.00 of assessed valuation a one 
m il tax amounts to 10c; thus a 4 mill tax would amount to 
4.)c on each $100. On a $1,000.00 assessment, the cost would 
be $4.00. The increase for such an assessment would be only 
| $2.00 however due to the 2 mill reduction in the hospital 
lax, 

Pussage of this local revenue measure for schools will 
insure that the needs outlined above will be met.

The House Subcommittee on 
Inter-American Affairs, of which 
I am chairman, is now in the 
midst of the second week of hear- 
ings on the Kremlin’s “Operation 
Subversion” plan for the commu- 
nization of the Americas. 

This week the subcommittee is 
hearing ttestimony from Director 


or Defense Department Intelli- 
gence Lt. Gen. Joseph F. Carroll, 
former Ambassador to the U. S.| 
from Guatemala Col. Jose Luis 
Cruz-Salazar, and the U. S. Am- 
bassador to the Organization of 
American States deLesseps S. 
Morrison. 


In addition to the statements 
made by U. S. government offi- 
cials, the subcommittee heard 
testimony last week from former 
prime minister of Cuba and now 
one of the leaders of the Cuban 
government-in-exile, Dr. Manuel 
deVarona. He went into great de- 
tail on ways the Kremlin has 
rolled the Iron Curtain of Com- 
munism to only 90 miles from our 
shores and is presently attempt- 
ing—little by little, country by 
country—to unfold it over 
entire Western Hemisphere. 

Base for Subversion 

Dr. deVarona said that although 
only an estimated 15 per cent of 
the Cuban people actually favor 
Castro, the Khrushchev puppet 
regine in Cuba is effectively using

ization. Not enough is heard of | 


what a hospital must do — and 
does. A leaflet issued by St. Vin- 
cent, a large hospital in Portland, 
Oregon, tells about this, briefly 
and well. 

A hospital, it points out,, “. . . is 
more than a building — more than 
a bed. It is trained pepole... your 
doctor, plus specialist consultants, 
administrators, technicians, nurs- 
es, aides. It’s an operating room, 
well lighted, sterile . . . with the 
modern surgical equipment. It’s 
housekeeping, laundry, and engi- 
neering ... 24 hours a day. 

“ . . all thisPLUS .. . clinical 
laboratory, basal metabolism ap- 
paratus, electrocardiagraphy, med- 
ical records, blood bank, medical 
library, pharmacy, emergency de- 
partment, therapeutic x-ray, phys- 
ical therapy, sterile supply, 
diagnostic x-ray, maternity de- 
partment, post-operative recovery 
room, cardio respiratory labora- 
tory, and more. Services continue 
to grow, to bring health and com- 
fort to patients.” 

A hospital is a world in micro- 
cosm—of tragedy and triumph, of 
success and failure, of jubilation 
and despair.

Four-H is cited by many suc- 
cessful business people and farm- 
ers as being a real inspiration to 
them. In most cases these men and 


women say 4-H helped them to 


get where they are today. 

One such case is that of poultry- 
ma’! Ralph McEwen of Columbi- 
ana Rt. 1. 

“My 4-H participation — espec- 
ially my project work — is re- 
sponsible for my success on the 
farm,” said McEwen, who started 
out with a dairy calf project. 

When he had finished his seven 
years of 4-H work, McEwen had 
shown seven dairy calves in coun- 
ty and district shows. He also set 
out pine trees that are now saw 
timber size, and carried cotton and 
corn projects. 

Ralph was in partnership with 
his brother and father in the dairy 
business for a while but he decided 
it best to get out on his own. So 
he started in the poultry business 
after finishing high school and 
getting married in 1948. 

He also had a fling at public 
works. “This lasted only a few 
months though,” said McEwen. “I 
realized that the farm was the 
place for me, so I came back.” 

He started with 300 layers. Now 
he has 10,000-—all on contract— 
producing hatching eggs for broil- 


ers. The flock’s laying average is, 
about 65 per cent and the McEwen | 


family gathers 5,000 eggs a day. 

The young 4-H'ers in the family 
help with all farm and household 
chores. The youngsters are Frank, 
12; Susan, 9; and Ann, 6. Frank

Auburn University’s Assisttant 
County Agent John Jones pointed 
out that the family represented 
Shelby County in the Farm Bu- 
reau outstanding family of the 
year program in Montgomery this 
year. 

“Ralph is one of our most out- 
standing poultrymen and farmers 
in this area,” said Jones. The 
agent said that the entire family 
is active in community, church 
and school work. 

In addition to the 10,000 laying 
hens, McEwen has 20 registered 
beef cattle and his aim is to in- 
crease his herd to 50 brood cows 
Most of his 100-acre farm is iv 
pasture and that’s where the poul-

100 Years Ago 


ALABAMIAN LONGSTREET 


One hundred years ago this 
week, Alabama’s General James 
Longstreet was placed in command 
of Confederate forces in the De- 
partment of Virginia and North 
Carolina, covering the area from 
Richmond to Cape Fear River. 
The General, later to become sec- 
oud to General 
himself, had advanced steadily 
through the years from the day 
he moved to Alabama at the age 
of 13. 

Born in South Carolina in 1821, 
Longstreet lived his early and 
later years of life at Augusta, 
Georgia. After his father’s death 


in 1834, an uncle moved him and| 


his mother from Augusta to near 
Huntsville, Alabama. The main 
purpose of the move was to estab- 
lish Longstreet’s Alabama resi- 
dency in order that he might be 
appointed to West Point. Georgia) 
had no vacancy at the time. 

In 1838, Congressman Reuben 
secured Longstreet’s West Point 
appointment, and from his en- 
trance there and throughout the 


war he was recorded as an Ala-/out to the last man.” |

Some reasons for ANC are: 


Faster Dialing —- The customer can concentrate 
entirely on numerals when dialing. He doesn’t have 
to change back and forth between letters and num- 
erals. Numbers are easier to locate on the dial. 


It is more accurate — Mis-spelling is a big pro- 
biein in the use of central office names, such as MU 
instead of ME in MEcury, CI, CY, and SI in SYca- 
mvure, LI for LY, as in LYric. ANC eliminates this 
problem. Two other causes of dialing errors are the

“Don’t think it over too long,” 
is the word passed along to feed 
grain producers by H. C. McRanal, 
Chairman Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tien and Conservation County 
Committee. He reminds growers 
who are interested in taking part 
in the 1963 feed grain program 
that filing an “Intention-To-Par- 
ticipate” form at the ASC County 
Office is a necessary first step, 
and the signup period extends 
ouly through March 22. This 
gives farmers only a few days 
longer in which to make up their 
minds about 1963 production plans. 


Minimum diversion under the 
1963 program is 20 percent of the 
individual farm’s total feed grain 
base. For diverting more than 
the minimum acreage from feed 
grain production into conserving 
use, the diversion payment will 
be figured at a higher rate. 


Besides the diversion payments 
available through participation in 
the feed grain program, partici- 
pating farmers also qualify for a 
special price-support payment on 
the normal production of the 
acreage planted to feed grains in 
1963, and they are also eligible 
to put their crop under the reg- 
ular price-support loans or pur- 
chase agreements. If the farmer 
wishes, a part of the diversion 
payment may be made in advance. 


Chairman McDanal points out 
that participation in the feed 
grain program not only saves the 
the costs of planting and harvest- 
ing acreages of unneeded feed 
grains while guaranteeing a sub- 
stantial income from his diverted 
acres, but it also increases the 
conservation of the Nation‘s 
cropland, continues the reduction 
of government feed grain stocks, 
and saves dollars for taxpayers 
by reducing the costs of storage, 
shipping, .and handling the gov- 
ernment-owned ABBE FU VOT uC.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 

To authorize, provide for the 
licensing of, and to regulate the 
operation of, and hunting on pri- 
vately owned hunting preserves 
stocked by artificially propagated 
upland birds in Shelby County; 
to prescribe the fees for such lic- 
enses, provide for their collection 
and distribution; and to prescribe 
penalties. 

BE rt ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. Any person, firm, or 
corporation desiring to operate a 
hunting or shooting preserve in 
Shelby County on which artificial- 
ly propagated birds may be hunt- 
ed, taken, captured, killed, or 
otherwise recovered, may do so 
upon obtaining a hunting preserve 
license and complying with the 
provisions of this Act and all rules 
and regulations prescribed by the 
director of conservation governing 
the operation of hunting pre- 
serves. 

Section 2. Each hunting pre- 
serve shall contain a minimum of 
100 acres in one tract of leased 
or owned land, including water 
area, if any, and shall be restrict- 
ed to not more than 1,000 conti- 
guous acres including water, if 
any. The exterior boundaries of 
each hunting preserve shall be 
bordered by a single strand of 
wire or such fence as is accepta- 
ble to the state director of con- 
servation, except where rivers, 
creeks, roads, or other clearly de- 
fined demarcations or delineations, 
acceptable to the director of con- 
servation, form the boundary or a 
part thereof. Signs shall be erect- 
ed at intervals of not less than 
150 feet around the perimeter of 
the tract. At the top of each sign 
shall appear in letters not less 
than 2 inches high the words, 
“LICENSED HUNTING  PRE- 
SERVE,” and such other words 
as the director of conservation 
may prescribe. No hunting pre- 
serve shall be located within one 
mile of any other such preserve 
or within one mile of any man- 
agement area or refuge existing 
under state or federal law or reg- 
ulations at the time of the estab- 
lishment of such hunting preserve. 
No license shall be issued for any 
hunting preserve on which the 
shooting of turkeys is authorized. 

Section 3. Game which may be 
hunted on a preserve licenSed un- 
der this Act shall be artificially 
propagated bob-white quail, cotur- 
nix quail, pheasants, chuckar 
partridge, and such other species 
of fowl as the director of conser- 
vation shall designate. A minimum 
stock of at least 1,000 bob-white 
quail, if bob-white quail are to be 
hunted on the preserve, and a 
minimum stock of 200 of each of 
the other species of birds, listed 
above, to be hunted on a licensed 
preserve shall be released on the 
licensed hunting area during each 
hunting season, 

Section 4. The privilege license 
or permit fee for operating a 
hunting preserve shall be $25 per 
year for the first 100 acres of 
hunting preserve area plus $5 per 
year for each additional 100 acres 
or part thereof. Any person who 
desires to operate such a hunting 
preserve shall first file a request 
with a local state game warden, 
or with the state department of 
conservation, to have the tract 
which he proposes to use as a 
hunting preserve inspected, and if 
it meets the requirements of this 
Act and the rules and regulations 
of the department of conservation 
to have a permit issued to him 
to procure a license to operate 
such hunting preserve. Upon pres- 
entation to the judge of probate 
of the county in which the pre- 
serve is located of a permit from 
the department of conservation, 
dated not more than thirty days 
prior to its presentation, accom-

Section 5. The holder of a li- 
cense issued pursuant to this Act, 
his guests, and patrons may hunt, 
take, capture, kill, or otherwise 
recover during the year no more 
than 80 per cent of the total num- 
ber of each species of birds re- 
leased on the preserve during such 
year. The season during which 
each species of birds may be 
hunted, taken, captured, killed, or 
otherwise recovered on such pre- 
serve shall be prescribed by the 
state director of conservation; but 
in no event shall the season be 
longer than six months, nor shall 
it begin before October 1, nor ex- 
tend later than March 31 of any 
year. 

Section 6. The operators of 
hunting preserves shall cooperate 
in requests which the director of 
conservation might make for sei- 
entific investigations, and the de- 
partment of conservation shall 
specify tags, if any, which hunt- 
ing preserve operators shall use, 
the tags to be numbered consecu- 
tively, dated by year of issuance, 
and carry the operator’s license 
number. 

Section 7. Each hunting pre- 
serve operator shall maintain a 
register and record therein the 
names, addresses, hunting license 
numbers, the date on which each 
hunted, and the amount and spe- 
cies of game taken by each 
hunter. The operator shall also 
give to each hunter a certificate 
|showing the location and license 
‘number of the preserve; the name, 
laddress and license number of the 
hunter; the date on which he 
hunted; and the amount and spe- 
cies of game taken by him. An 
accurate record by species shall 
also be maintained of the total 
number of birds raised on the pre- 
serve or purchased, and the num- 
ber of each species released 
thereon each year. These records 
shall be open to inspection by any 
duly authorized representative of 
the state department of conser- 
vation at any reasonable time, 

Section 8. Alabama _ hunting 
licenses shall be required of all 
persons hunting on licensed hunt- 
ing preserves. Alabama residents 
shall be licensed under the regu- | 
larly established game laws.

preserve shall be required to pos: 
|sess a regular non-resident 


nual hunting iicense or a non-res- 
ident trip hunting license. 

Section 9. Duly authorized 
agents of the state department of 
conservation, game wardens, and 
olher law enforcement officers 
duly authorized to enforce game 
and fish laws shall have authority 
to enforce all game and fish laws 
and regulations on such preserves; 
and for such purposes are author- 
ized to enter and inspect licensed 
hunting preserves. Violations of 
game and fish laws and regula- 
tions on such hunting preserves, 
either by the owner, guests, or 
patrons of such preserves, shall 
be grounds for revocation of the 
hunting preserve license; and the 
director of conservation may im- 
mediately revoke a hunting pre- 
serve license upon proof that any 
such violations 
thereon. 

Section 10. Any person, firm, or

The boy’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Thub Liemsoongnun ‘of Korat, 
granted permission for an exam- 
ination in Bangkok. There Dr. 
Tavisak, the eminent opthamolo- 
gist, found that a serious case. of 
infection had destroyed the optic 
nerve. He recommended an imme- 
diate operation, and ~ stated that 
there would be no charge for his 
services in the case. The boy’s 
parents gratefully granted per- 
mission for the operation, and .the 
company quickly raised the money 
for the hospital fees and the cost 
of a glass eye. 

The company flew Pin. to Bang- 
kok by Caribou for the operation, 


|hoping that the new eye could be 


put in the same day. However, the 
infection was much more exten- 
sive than the doctor had originally 
expected. Tavisak described it as 
“the worst eye infection I have 
ever encountered”. As a _ result, 
Pin needed several more visits to 
Bangkok to clear up the infection 
before the new eye could be put 
in. This proved difficult since the 
company was then in the process

Section 1. Any person, firm, or 
corporation desiring to operate a 
hunting or shooting preserve in 
Shelby County on which artificial- 
ly propagated birds may be hunt- 
ed, taken, captured, killed, or 
otherwise recovered, may do so 
upon obtaining a hunting preserve 
license and complying with the 
provisions of this Act and all rules 
‘and regulations prescribed by the 
director of conservation governing 
the operation of hunting pre- 
serves. 

Section 2. Each hunting pre- 
serve shall contain a minimum of 
100 acres in one tract of leased 
owned land, including water 
area, if any, and shall be restrict-

any. The exterior boundaries of 
each hunting preserve shall be 
bordered by a single 
wire or such fence as is accepta- 
ble to the state director of ¢on- 
servation, except where rivers, 
creeks, roads, or other clearly de- 
fined demarcations or delineations, 
acceptable to the director of con- 
servation, form the boundary or a 
part thereof. Signs shall be erect- 
ed at intervals of not less than

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{100 Years Ago 


THE FIRST ALABAMA 

One hundred years ago this 
week, the. First Alabama infantry 
was among about 7,000 Confeder- 
ate troops guarding Port Hudson 
on the Mississippi—some 25 miles 
above Baton Rouge. For seven 
weeks these. troops kept 40,000 
Federals busy and away from 
Vicksburg, which was also under 
siege. General Franklin Gardner, 
the Confederate commander at 
Port Hudson was ordered by Fed- 
eral General Nathaniel Banks to 
surrender on May 26, 1863. He re- 
fused -and a long seige followed 
during which one Alabama officer 
wrote: “We ate all the beef—all 
the mules—all the dogs—and all 
the rats that could be obtained 
prior. to the capitulation.” Port 
Hudson fell on July 9, 1863, after 
the capitulation of Vicksburg on 
July 4. 

The First Alabama was organiz- 
ed under an act of the Alabama 
Legislature authoriding the en- 
listment of troops for 12 months. 
They first saw action at Pensa- 
cola, where they were transferred 
to the army of the Confederate 
States. Being the oldest regiment 
in the Confederate service, it was 
first called on to re-enlist for the 
war. Seven of its companies did 
so. 

Ordered to Tennessee, the regi- 
ment 1000 strong reached Island 
Number Ten, March 12, 1862. In 
the severe conflict there all but 
a remnant of the regiment were 
captured. Carried north to prison, 
| those captured were exchanged in 
\September, 1862, and rendezvous- 
ed Jackson, Mississippi, having 
lost 150 by death in prison, and 
150 by casualties since and during 
the seige of Island Ten. At once 
ordered to Port Hudson, they 
participated in the privations of 
that siege. Captured, after losing 
150 killed and wounded, the pri- 
vates were paroled on the field, 
but their officers sent north to 
prison where they remained until 
the end of the war. 

The privates were exchanged in 
the fall and joined General Joe 
Johnston in Mississippi, 610 
strong. The regiment took part 
in the battle of Atlanta. It fought 
at Kennesa Mountain and lost

SUPERVISOR’S SUGGESTIONS 


Prepare ground far Bahia grass 
plant as soon as possible — do not 
bury seed over one half inch — 
cultipack if possible — fertilize 
and lime in accordance with Soil 
tests and apply nitrate as soon as 
up to a good stand. 

If rumors that bahia grass has 
been killed by cold disturb you, 
check well managed bahia pas- 
tures. We have found MOST 
plants live and beginning to grow. 
Nitrate top dressing is needed at 
once, 

The ACS reports 55 requests 
for bahia grass cost-sharing from 
district cooperators. Forty-two co- 
operators are strengthing their 
winter grazing with ASC cost- 
share aid in planting fescue. 

Literally thousands of wildfish, 
sunfish, shad, pike, mudcat, and 
rockbass (plus a scattering of bass 
and bream) died when 5 percent 
rotenone was applied to about an 
acre of water above Jack Mc-

And while 
Wallace is hopeful the lawmakers 
will solve the ‘‘where’s-the-money- 
coming-from” education problem 
before the Regular Session, May 
7, there appears little likelihood 
anything will be passed before 
that date. 

Poliii-al aides of Wallace claim 
if the road bond issue is not pass- 
ed by March 24 there more than 
likely will be none approved. Al- 
ready, wise-acres are confident, a 
move is afoot by several Senators 
to employ delaying tactics to slow 
duwn early passage of the $100- 
million issue. 

Observers agree the Adminis- 
tration’s highway program won't 
pass until “certain unhappy leg- 
islators” and Wallace get together 
and “he promises to build roads 
in their respective cities and coun- 
ties.” However, present  predic- 
tions are “agreements” will be 
reached quickly, and the bond is- 
sue will pass with “no strings 
attached.” 

Appraisers are piecing together 
an entirely different picture of the 
education fight. The only way the 
Administration can pass a_ swift 
educational appropriation bill 
would be through the constitu- 
tional amendment method. 

Such would mean a vote by the 
people. Thus, expectations are the

Where tax money has been insufficient 
to provide needed facilities and equipment, good people 
have banded together “to get the job done”. School patrons 
and P.T.A. members have spent long hours at work on fund 
raising projects so that more could be done for their chil- 
dren.

The Shelby County Development Board 


On Tuesday, April 16 (only four weeks 
away) between the hours of 8:00 and 5:00 the 
voters of Shelby County will cast ballots to 
determine whether or not an additional rev- 
enue of four mills will ’bé collected, all of which 
will be spent in Shelby County on Shelby 
County schools. The SHELBY COUNTY DE- 
VELOPMENT BOARD believes that it is in 
the interest of Shelby County to place before 
the people facts concerning this measure, 
hencé this‘advertisement. Each Shelby County 
voter should- have some knowledge of what 
the tax will cost him. Each should know what 
improvements will be made in -the Shelby 
County schools if the measure is approved. 
Then, knowing the cost and knowing of the 
nature of the improvements to the school sys- 
tem, the voters will be in position to vote for 
what they believe to be the best interest of 
their county. 


AUTHORITY FOR THE ELECTION 
Last year the voters throughout Alabama 
approved a constitutional amendment that 
authorizes the calling of an election within 
any county to let the people say whether or not 
they approve the levy of up to a five mill tax 
for school purposes. Provision was made for 
the Board of Education to petition the Board 
of Revenue to call the election on a specific 
date; to provide for a petition signed by not 
less than 200 qualified voters requesting the 
election and for the Sheriff to give thirty days 
notice of the election. On March 11 the proper 
application from the Board of ‘#ducation was 
presented to the Board of Revenue asking that 
hé election be held April 16. Petitions signed 
by over 900 citizens of the county accompanied 
the application. The Board of Revenue adopt- 
ed a resolution calling for the election. The 
election will be held in the regular voting 
places. Absentee ballots are available as in the 
general election. 


YOU SAY, “HOW MUCH 
WILL THE TAX COST ME?” 

The Board of Education could have asked 
for a five mill tax but they determined that a 
four mill tax would suffice. You are asked to 
approve a FOUR MILL revenue measure only. 
The tax, like all other ad valorem taxes, is on 
the assessed value of your property. This is the 
value carried on the records in the office of the 
Tax Assessor. For each $100.00 of assessed 
value each mill cost 10c. Thus a four mill levy 
would amount to 40c for each $100.00 of assess- 
ed value. If your assessment is $1,000.00 you 
would pay $4.00. This levy would be paid for 
the first time in the fall of 1964. It would con- 
tinue for a period of 20 years. We ask that you 
find out the amount for which your property 
is assessed and then you figure the amount the 
four mill levy will cost you, 


HOW MUCH MONEY WILL THE REVENUE 
MEASURE PRODUCE AND HOW WILL 
THE MONEY BE SPENT? 

The four mill levy will produce about 
$250,000.00 annually based on the total assess- 
ed value of property expected for the county 
in 1964. The Board of Education has adopted 
a program that will substantially improve the 
schools throughout the county. Not all schools 
are affected directly, but we believe that when 
the important needs are met in the larger 
schools of the county that the Board of Educa- 
tion will be able to provide more funds’ for the 
needs of the smaller schools.

A new and modern elementary school is 
to be built at a site designated by officials of 
the State Department of Education charged 
with this responsibility. (Lack of an adequate 
school in this area is preventing a substantial 
residential development that will mean much 
to Shelby County.) 


CHELSEA 
A fine, modern fifteen room school build- 
ing; an additional teacher; and a complete, 
well equipped science department. 


COLUMBIANA 
New lunchroom, (cafetorium) at the ele- 
mentary school; two additional teachers with 
two new class rooms to help relieve crowded 
class room conditions; new and modern gym- 
naium; complete and up-to-date science de- 
partment. 


VINCENT 
Large high school gymnasium; new and 
complete science department; two additional 
teachers and new class rooms for them to 
reduce overcrowded class rooms; new twelve 
teacher school for the Negroes of that area. 


HELENA 
Additional teacher; new classroom for the 
teacher, and improvement to the science de- 
partment. 


OTHER AREAS 


Seven additional new teachers at various 


schools with new class rooms for each. In door 
rest rooms will be provided at five schools. 

In summary, the program will provide 
seven new schools, five gymnasiums, eight 
science departments, two new lunch rooms, 
nineteen new class rooms and nineteen addi- 
tional teachers, five indoor rest rooms, better 
transportation, and a better maintenance pro- 
gram. 

In addition to the above, money would be 
provided for additional maintenance workers. 
At the present only two maintenance workers 
are employed by the Board of Education for 
all of the schools of the county. 

Money would also be provided for the pur- 
chase of more school buses each year, At the 
present rate of purchase of buses fourteen 
years are required to effect a complete turn 
over of buses. This new program would permit 
increase of annual purchases to where but ten 
years would see a complete turnover of the 
school buses. The Board will be relieved of the 
maintenance expense of keeping over age 
buses in operation. Newer buses will constitute 
an added safety factor in the transporting of 
our children. 


HOW IS A PROGRAM OF 
THIS MAGNITUDE BEGUN? 

One hundred forty thousand dollars of 
is additional.yevenpe wg} he nledged each 
earto repay ‘a two million dollar bond fue. 
These bonds will be issued as soon as the de- 
tails of plans for construction have been com- 
pleted. The money received from the sale of 
the bonds will be used to pay for this large 
construction program. The cost of this con- 
struction is estimated to be $2,000,000.00. All 


construction will be let to competitive bids as 
is the practice in spending public money in 
Shelby County. The construction of buildings 
should be well underway by the fall or winter 
of 1963 and conceivably it can all be completed 
before the end of 1964. The other phases of the 
program are expected to cost $145,000.00 each 
year. This totals $285,000 and it will be neces- 
sary to use $35,000 from the other local school 
tax money to finance the program. . 

All of the money from this revenue will be 
paid by the tax payers to the Tax Collector and 
he in turn will pay the proceeds direct to the 
Board of Education. All of this money will be 
spent under the supervision of the Board of 
Education. Members of the Board are Luther 
Fowler, Columbiana; Cecil Cowart, Calera; H. 
M. Johnson, Siluria; J. E. “Ned” Bearden, Hel- 
ena; and J. Alpha Lowe, Vincent. Elvin Hill, 
County Superintendent of Education is the 
executive officer of the Board. 


HOW WILL THE REDUCTION IN THE 
HOSPITAL TAX AFFECT THIS PROGRAM? 
On February 11, the Board of Revenue 

reduced the four mill hospital tax to two mills. 
If the school revenue measure passes, the tax 
payers in Shelby County will only pay a net 
increase of two mills over what they paid last 
year. In other words a property owner whose 
assessment is $1,000.00 would (if the school 
measure passes) pay only two dollars more in 
tax than he paid last year; if his assessment is 
$2,000.00 he would only pay a net increase of 
$4.00 each year. oo 


WHAT ABOUT THE SCHOOL PROGRAM 
‘’BEFORE THE LEGISLATURE? 
It is our information that measures now 


‘ pending before the legislature to provide more 


money for schools seek additional funds for 
the universities and the colleges as well as the 
elementary and secondary schools. These 
measures do not include bond issue money for 
construction of additional buildings nor do 
they provide funds to give additional teachers 
to our schools so that overcrowded conditions 
might be relieved. It is in the area of addition- 
al buildings and more teachers to eliminate 
some of our crowded conditions that this local 
measure will be effective. Measures before the 
legislature do not duplicate this program. 


WHAT IS THE POSITION OF THE COUNTY 
DEVELOPMENT BOARD ON 
THIS PROGRAM? 

Members of this Board represent the 
county districts and the municipalities of the 
county. This Board exist for the purpose ‘of 
assisting in the building of a better Shelby 
County. Members of the Board have discussed 
the needs of Shelby County schools; they have 
considered this program. The Board unani- 
mously adopted a resolution urging the favor- 
able consideration by the people of the county 
of this local revenue measure for schools. Its 
adoption will be of far reaching effect. By 1972 
when the Coosa River is made navigable and 
we are in excellent position to be considered 
as a highly desirable area for location of new 
industry, the fruits of this tremendous assist 
to our school program will have become evi- 
dent. When prospective industrialist ask us, 
“What of your school program?” Our people 
can say. because of a four mill revenue levy 
adopted by the people of the county in 1963 we 
have one of the best county school systems in 
Alahama,

Section 1. Any person, firm, or 
corporation desiring to operate a 
hunting or shooting preserve in 
Shelby County on which artificial- 
ly propagated birds may be hunt- 
ed, taken, captured, killed, or 
otherwise recovered, may do so 
upon obtaining a hunting preserve 
license and complying with the 
provisions of this Act and all rules 
aud regulations prescribed by tne 
director of conservation governing 
the operation of hunting pre- 
serves. 
Section 2. Each hunting pre- 
serve shall contain a minimum of 
100 acres in one tract of leased 
or owned land, including water 


area, if any, and shall be restrict- | 


guous acres including water, if | 
any. The exterior boundaries of | 
each hunting -preserve shall be 
bordered by a single strand of 
wire or such fence as is accepta-| 
ble to the state director of con-| 
servation, except where rivers, 
creeks, roads, or other clearly de-| 
fined demarcations or delineations, 
acceptable to the director of con-| 
servation, form the boundary or a| 
part thereof. Signs shall be erect- 
ed at intervals of not less than 
150 feet around the perimeter of 
the tract. At the top of each sign 
shall appear in letters not less 
than 2 inches high the words, 
“LICENSED HUNTING  PRE- 
SERVE,” and such other words 
as the director of conservation 
may prescribe. No hunting pre- 
serve shall be located within one 


or within one mile of any man-| 
agement area or refuge existing 
under state or federal law or reg- 
ulations at the time of the estab-| 
lishment of such hunting preserve. 
No license shall be issued for any 
hunting preserve on which the} 

Section 3. Game which may be 
hunted on a preserve licensed un- 
der this Act shall be artificially 
propagated bob-white quail, cotur- 
nix quail, pheasants, chuckar 
partridge, and such other species 
of fowl as the director of conser- 
vation shall designate. A minimum 
stock of at least 1,000 bob-white 
quail, if bob-white quail are to be 
hunted on the preserve, and a 
minimum stock of 200 of each of 
the other species of birds, listed 
above, to be hunted on a licensed 
preserve shall be released on the 
licensed hunting area during each 
hunting season. 

Section 4. The privilege license 
or permit fee for op rating a 
hunting preserve shall e $25 per 
year for the first luv acres of 
hunting preserve area plus $5 per 
year for each additional 100 acres 
or part thereof.

Section 6. The operators of 
hunting preserves shall cooperate 
in requests which the director of 
conservation might make for sci- 
entific investigations, and the de- 
partment of conservation shall 
specify tags, if any, which hunt- 
ing preserve operators shall use, 
the tags to be numbered consecu- 
tively, dated by year of issuance, 
and carry the operator's license 
number. 

Section 7. Each hunting pre- 
serve operator shall maintain a 
register and record therein the 
names, addresses, hunting license 


lnumbers, the date on which each 


hunted, and the amount and spe- 
cies of game taken by each 
hunter. The operator shall also 
give to earh hunter a certificate

The operation of the Shelby County schools is a big 
business. Members of the Board of Education are Luther 
Fcwler, Columbiana; H. M. Johnson, Siluria; C. D. Cowart, 
Calera; J. E. “Ned” Bearden, Helena and J. Alpha Lowe of 
Vincent. Elvin Hill, Superintendent of Education, is the 
executive officer of the Board. Mrs. Agnes W. Armstrong 
is Custodian of School Funds. 


There are seven schools combining elementary, junior- 
sen‘or high grades. There are three elementary-junior high 
schocls and 14 elementary schools. Teachers, including 
pr ncipals, number 234. Pupils number in excess of 8,000. 
There are 69 school buses in operation. Five of them make 
one long and one short route each day. About 6,000 pupils 
ride a bus each day. These buses travel approximately 
472,009 miles each year. School buildings, equipment and 
buses are valued in excess of 3.6 million dollars. A main- 
tenance crew for buildings of two men is employed by the 
Board and several men maintain the school buses at the 
bus shop. 


Last year the Board of Education received 
$1,150,085.20 from the State of Alabama. This money was 
used to pay teachers salaries and to pay the cost of the 
operation of the fleet of school buses. (There has been no 
money. available from the state to purchase school buses in 
several years). Local taxes accounted for $360,379.12 paid 
to the Board of Education. 


This money was spent as follows $36,272.31 used to 
supplement teachers salaries; $16,488.03 for the operation 
of the office of the Superintendent; $30,375.23 for fuel, 
electric ty and other operating expenses of the schools; 
$29,128.83 maintenance of the schools; debt service, 
$26,502 25; insurance on buildings, $18,801.86; five new 
school buses, $24,191.22; $54,860.57 for school equipment 
and supplies; capital outlay for new classrooms $41,346.82; 
$82,412.00 charged to the State minimum program. 


The Board of Education knows what resources are 
available to them each year. They know wherein our school 
system is inadequate. They know that seven new school 
buildings are badly needed; that there is not a complete 
and modern science department in any school in the coun- 
ty; they know that five schools are still using out door rest 
rooms; that additional class rooms and additional teachers 
are needed; that buses 14 years old are still transporting 
nupils; that there are 19 high school classes and 12 elemen- 
tary classes in the county where the enrollment is over 40 
pupils. 

The revenue measure they have proposed for you to 
vete upon is what, in their judgment, is needed to do the 
job, They promise that the job will be done if the majority 
of the voters of Shelby County are willing to assume a slight 
increase in tax, an increase for the benefit of our children 
for today and for many years to come. 


Approval of this program will make it possible for 
Shelby County to have an educational system that will 
compare, favorably .with—any--county systema the State. 
Should the program pojst-"approved then the new build- 
ings; the additional teachers; ‘aid other improvements 


prom’sed must be forgotten for years to come.

Shelby Road To 
Be Resurfaced 


The Shelby County Board of 
Revenue asks for the cooperation 
of the motorist who will be using 
|the Shelby Road during the next 
}two weeks. The pavement is to be 
resurfaced. This job is to be an 
unusual operation. It will be ob- 
served by other county engineers 
and Board Members from through- 
out Alabama as well as State 
Highway Department officials. 

A new material will be used for 
[the first time in Alabama. The 
product is called a “slurry” seal. 
It is made of asphalt, cement, 
finely crushed limestone and other 
ingredients. It is said to have the 
quality of being abrasive thus 
more safe when wet and the black, 
smooth surface is said to ride 
easier and provide a sharper con- 
trast with the white center line. 

Initially the slurry seal is more 
liquid than materials usually used. 
This insures that it will penetrate 
and seal the cracks in the surface 
jof the road. A four hour drying 
time is required before traffic can 
move over fresh applications. 
Southern, Long, and Haggerty is 
|the contracting firm. The project 
will cost about $13,500.00 for 
slightly over nine miles. One half 
of this cost will be paid by Shelby 
|County and the other half will be 
paid from state accrual funds.

The four mill 
levy will provide funds to finance a bond issue to 
IMMEDIATELY construct seven new school buildings, 
five high school gymnasiums; eight complete and mod- 
ern science departments; two new lunch rooms; nine- 
teen new class rooms; and five indoor toilet facilities in 
schools where they are badly needed.

DIVIDEND INCOME 
MUST BE REPORTED 


Dividends received by taxpay- 
ers during 1962 must be reported 
on Federal income tax returns, 
George D. Patterson of Internal 
Revenue for the Birmingham, Ala- 
bama Office said today. 

If you own stock in a corpora- 
tion, the payments you receive 
out of the company’s earnings and 
profits must be reported in your 
tax return. 

Usually, dividends are paid in 
cash but if paid in merchandise or 
other property, they are taxable 
at their fair market value. 


You must report those dividends 
credited to your account as well 
as those which you actually re- 
ceive. ; 

You also must report the divi- 
dends on your stock which is held 
in the name of your broker. 


Your distributable share of div- 
idends from partnerships, estates 
and trusts must also be reported. 

Taxpayers who have any ques- 
tions about dividend income may 
get Document No. 5060, “Invest- 
ment Income,” by writing to their 
jlocal Internal Revenue Service, 
Mr. Patterson said.

|CHECK SS NUMBER 
ON TAX RETURNS 


Taxpayers should double-check 
to be sure that they have entered 


the correct social security number 
on their income tax returns. Mr. 
George D. Patterson, District Di- 
rector of Internal Revenue, said 
recently that a large number of 
taxpayers have erroneously enter- 
ed the identification number of 
their employer on their 1962 in- 
come tax returns instead of their 
own social security number. This 
delays processing and_ usually 
causes inconvenience to the tax- 
payer concerned. 

The Form W-2, statement of 
wages and taxes withheld, shows 
both the employer identification 
number and the social security 
number of the employee. The em- 
ployer identification number con- 
sists of nine digits with a hyphen 
or space after the first. two~digits 
(00-0000000) and is shown in the 
same space with the employer’s 
name. The social security number 
also consists of nine digits but is 
separated in a different manner 
(000-00-000). The social security 
number is usually shown in the 
same area as the employee’s name 
and address.

We have asked that you consider an in- 
crease in school revenue so that Shelby County 
boys and\girls may have a more adequate edu- 
cational program.

Seven additional new teachers at ¥arious 
schools with new class rooms for each. In door 
rest rooms will be provided at five schools. 


In summary, the program will provide 
seven new schools, five gymnasiums, eight 
science departments, two new lunch rooms, 
nineteen new class rooms and nineteen addi- 
tional teachers, five indoor rest rooms, better 
transportation, and a better maintenance pro- 
gram. 


In addition to the above, money would be 
provided for additional maintenance workers. 
At the present only two maintenance workers 
are employed by the Board of Education for 
all of the schools of the county. 


Money would also be provided for the pur- 
chase of more school buses each year, At the 
present rate of purchase of buses*fourteen 
years are required to effect a complete turn 
over of buses. This new program would permit 
increase of annual purchases to where but ten 
years would see a complete turnover of the 
school buses. The Board will be relieved of the 
maintenance expense of keeping over age 
buses in operation. Newer buses will constitute 
an added safety factor in the transporting of 
our children. 


We hope that you consider this program 
worthy of your vote. Please remember that 
this program is for the benefit of our boys and 
girls.

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Recreation On Farms 


Operators of Alabama’s farm 
land may hold the key to a com- 
pletely new industry in the State 
—that of farm-based recreation, 
according to O. C. Medlock, State 
Conservationist of the Soil Cor- 
servation Service, Auburn, Ala- 
bama. 

The demand for outdoor recre- 
ation has never been greater, the 
state: conservationist goes on to 
say. Every day more and more 
people are turning to the country- 
side for the recreation they can- 
not find in the crowded cities and 
they are willing to pay the price 
for recreation that will make it 
profitable for landowners. 

“Under authorities granted the 
U. S. Department of Agriéulture 
in the Food and Agricultiiiie Act 
of 1962, landowners, individually 
and in groups, will be helped to 


develop. income producing recre- 
ation on private land,” Medlock 
says. 


“The Soil Conservation Service 
will provide the technical assist- 
ance landowners cooperating with 
soil. conservation districts will 
need to establish income-produc- 
ing enterprises. Financial aid in 
some cases in the form of cost- 
sharing payments may be avail- 
able through the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service. Loans may be made to 
farmers under certain conditions 
through the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration.” 

For sportsmen, a principal gain 
may be a recognition by rural 
landowners that farm game is a 
crop that can be marketed — of- 
ten without interruption of other 
farm activities, Medlock points 
out. For a fee a sportsman can 
hunt where game habitat has been 
improved by the provision of wa- 
ter and the planting of food. Thus 
hunter and landowner alike will 
benefit. 

Already fishermen, swimmers 
and boating enthusiasts have 
shown their willingness to pay to 
enjoy suitable facilities, he says. 
Water areas open to the public 
are increasing yearly, but the de- 
mand is increasing faster. 

Camping and picnic areas, now 
largely, limited to over-crowded 
publicly-owned park and. forest 
areas, may! spring up across the 
state and offer a wide variety of 
settings. Horseback riding and 
hiking are scheduled for a come- 
back. Other opportunities for play 
and recreation through contact 
with nature will catch the public 
fancy. 

The more the experts look into 
this program the more they are 
encouraged by its potential, Med- 
lock says, and the more firmly 
do they believe that it can be a 
big factor in improving rural in- 
come, meeting the needs of fisher- 
men, hunters and other sports 
enthusiasts. and in general pav- 
ing the way to a better life for 
all residents of the State.

650 War Orphans 


The peak of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration program providing 
educational and training assist- 
ance to war orphans is expected 
to be reached this year, a long 
range VA survey showed today. 

It is estimated that nearly 650 
Alabama children whose veteran- 
parent died of a service-connected 
disability will take advantage of 
this VA benefit during 1963. In 
1962, 500 took part in this pro- 
gram, the largest number thus 
far to participate. 


The study revealed that the 


|program is expected to drop slow- 


ly from this peak until the year 
1885 when only a few war or- 
phans are expected to be enrolled. 
Paul* H. Tubb, Chief, WR&E Di- 
vision at the VA Regional Office 
in Montgoery, said. 

Those who are eligible are chil- 
dren, generally aged 18 to 23, of 
veterans whose deaths resulted 
from injury or disease originally 
incurred or aggravated in the line 
of duty while on active service. 

The surviving’ parent may or 
not have remarried and the child 
in question may be either married 
or single and still be eligible. The 
parent or the guardian of the child 
must file an application with the 
VA.

One hundred years ago this 
week, green peas sold in a Vir- 
ginia market for $5 a quart; an 
Atlanta grocer advertised sardines 
and sherry under the heading of 
“reminiscences of the past;” and 
|the Montgomery Advertiser plead- 
ed, “Plant corn! Plant rye! Plant 
wheat! We must cotton to nothing 
|but food this. season.” 

Food shortages were so serious 
that bread riots were occuring all 
over the Southern states. A report 
of.one in Sailsbury, North Caro- 
line, read: “The women concerned 
in it compelled the merchants to 
share with them their stock of 
flour, and also robbed several 
|families of the stock laid in for 
home use.” 

Another report from Lynchburg 
Virginia, was that a new currency 
based upon corn was to be put in- 
to effect there, one grain of corn 
lequalling five cents. 
| Speculators and hoarders were 


jrunning the cost of foodstuffs 
even higher. “The Yankees are 
gloating in fiendish anticipation 


over the subjugation of the South 
by famine,” the Montgomery Ad- 
vertiser reported. Some blamed 
the bread riots on _ instigators, 
“many doubtless in pay of the 
Yankee government.” 

While there were many optimis- 
tic reports concerning the wheat 
crops, promising abundant grain 
| for flour the next year, immediate 
action was being taken to help the 
starving poor. Typical of action 
taken all over the South, bankers 
jin Savannah, Georgia, loaned sev- 
eral thousand dollars to the city 
at no interest to be invested in 
provisions and sold at basic cost 
to the needy. 

Undaunted, the South was doing 
everything in its power to turn 
the cotton fields into corn fields. 
One editor commented, “The 
planter who makes two ears of 
corn grow this year where one 
grew last year, is not only a bene- 
factor, but a true patriot.”

There is a good supply of high 
quality cotton and corn seed on 
the market for the approaching 
planting season, according to Ag- 


riculture Commissioner A. W. 


Todd. 

“G. M. Moore, the department’s 
chief seed analyst 
samples from some 200 lots of 
cotton seed that are on the mar- 
ket at the present time have been 
tested in the Alabama State Seed 
Laboratory,” Todd said. 

The supply of high quality corn 
is adequate to meet the demand, 
Mr. Moore reported, 

“The cowpea condition appears 
to be good with regard to germi- 
nation, but many varieties on the 
market are mixed,” Mr. Moore 
said. “You have some difficulty 
in finding cowpeas of a pure 
variety. To be sure of genetic 
purity you should buy certified 
seed. 

“All farmers should have their 
seed tested for germination, pur- 
ity and noxious weeds before 
planting. The seed samples can be 
sent to the State Seed Laboratory, 
Department of Agriculture and 
Industries, Montgomery or to any 
commercial seed testing labora- 
tory,” he reminded.

MONTGOMERY, ALA. — The 
legality of an Administration- 
sponsored measure which oppon- 
ents claim will “strip the office 
of Attorney General of powers 
intended by constitutional author- 
ity” is being doubted by several 
upper chamber lawmen. 

The bill, House bill nine, intro- | 
duced by Crenshaw Rep. Alton 
Turner, would allow the governor 
to employ attorneys for about 32 
state boards, bureaus and depart- 
ments whose lawyers are present- 
ly furnished through the Attorney 
General’s office. The Act provides 
no merit restrictions nor any pay 
limitations. 

The question of constitutional- 
ity came after authoritative sour- 
ces indicated the bill violated 
Section 45 of the Constitution, 
which prohibits the adding of a 
new subject to code section 174: 
of Title 55 of the Code of Alabama 
1940 as amended by Act. No. 116,| 
Acts of 1949, page 143. 

Opponents claimed the proposal 
will give the governor “unlimited 


power” to hire all boards, bureaus'comdemnation work 


ney Generals have cooperated with 
the Governor in this matter and 
there is no reason to see why this 
should not continue. 


“Tf, however, controversy should 
arise and the Attorney General 
should fail or refuse to appoint 
counsel to appear in land condem- 
nation cases in connection with 
the state highway program, there- 
by bringing to a halt, at its very 
inception, the $190-million pro- 
gram visualized in the next four 
years, it is easily possible that 
the Governor would deem it ex- 
pedient and necessary to proceed 
in these condemnation cases,” 
Wallace concluded.

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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS RELATING TO 
SCHOOL REVENUE MEASURE 10 BE VOTED ON APRIL 16 


The County Development Board believes 
that clear cut answers to questions about the 
school tax measure will be beneficial to voters 
who may still be undecided about the measure 
to provide a better educational program for 
the school children of Shelby County. We be- 
lieve that the following information is accur- 
ate. We hope that it will be helpful. 


Q. What is the source of the taxing power 
that provides money for our county functions? 


A. The State constitution and the laws 
passed by the legislature provide authority 
for the Board of Revenue to levy the General 
Fund Tax (rate is 5 mills); the Road and 
Bridge Fund Tax (rate is 214 mills). By vote of 
the people in 1956 as provided by law, author- 
ity was given the Board of Revenue to levy 
annually up to a 4 mill tax for hospital pur- 
poses. Because of the favorable condition of 
the Hospital Fund the Board of Revenue re- 
duced this tax to two mills last February. 


Q. What controls. the expenditure of 
money from these funds by the Board of 
Revenue? 


A. Expenditure of public funds is closely 
regulated by our state laws. The Board can 
only use this money as provided by state laws. 
Officials are audited each year to see that pub- 
lic money is properly managed. Of course, the 
Hospital Board is responsible for the spending 
of the hospital tax revenue. They too are audi- 
ted each year by State Examiners. 


Q. May the Board of Revenue appropri- 
ate money collected for the General Fund or 
the Road and Bridge Fund and give it to the 
Board of Education for the operation of the 
County School System? 


A. No. To do so would be contrary to state 
aw. 


Q. May the Hospital Board turn over to 
the Board of Education revenue from the 
hospital for our school system? 


; A. No. To do so would be contrary to state 
aw. 


Q. It is good news that the hospital tax 
has been reduced two mills. Why can’t there 
be a redistribution by the Board of Revenue so 
that this reduction can be passed on to the 
schools where the need is acute? 


A. Neither the Board of Revenue or the 
State Legislature has authority to tell the peo- 
ple of Shelby County that they will pay an ad- 
ditional local revenue for schools. Only the 
people of the county, by their vote, may au- 
thorize the collection of additional revenue 
for schools. If the people wish to provide more 
money for their school program they will have 
to approve it by their vote at an election like 
the one to be held April 16, 


Q. Iam a good citizen of Shelby County; 
preud of its progress; and I want to do the best 
thing for its future. How can I judge whether 
or not more revenue for schools is necessary 
and will be beneficial for our school children? 


A. First, the Board of Education has given 
an unconditional promise as to how this money 
will be used. They state that seven new and 
badly néeded school buildings will be built; 

five high SCHOO PE ytiih...rams willbe built 
(there is not one in the county); eight modern 
and complete science departments will be pro- 
vided; two new lunch rooms will be built; nine- 
teen new class rooms will be constructed and 
nineteen additional teachers will be employed 
(this will relieve over crowded class rooms in 


many schools); new school buses will be pur- 
chased and a better maintenance program for 
school buildings will be provided. 


Q. Wait just a minute. It seems to me that 
you are talking about a lot of money? 


A. You are right. This is a substantial 
program for our over 8,000 school children. 
That is one reason why the program will have 
a beneficial effect upon the future growth of 
Shelby County. The program is big enough to 
meet our major needs. Our school program is 
burdened by the absence of adequate buildings 
and facilities; and, by over crowded class 
rooms. There are 31 class rooms in the county 
where the enrollment is over 40 pupils. Seventy 
two class rooms have from 35 to 40 pupils. en- 
rolled therein. We do not believe that teachers 
ean do their best nor do we believe that it is 
fair to our children to keep them in such 
crowded class rooms. 


Q. How much will this building program 
cost? 

A. Two million dollars. The proposed 
school tax will bring in $250,000.00 based on the 
assessed value in 1962 and about $270,000.00 
based on the estimated assessed value for this 
year, 


Q. How many years will be required to get 
all these building's built? 

A. Maybe 18 months. You see, the Board 
of Education will issue bonds to finance this 
construction program, The bonds will be sold 
and the $2,000,000 will be available to pay for 
the cost of the buildings as they are construct- 
ed. They will be constructed as soon as blue 
prints are completed and the construction con- 
tracts let. Construction will be under way later 
on this year. The bonds will be retired with a 
portion of the revenue from the four mill tax. 


Q. What about other phases of the pro- 
gram, when will they be begun? 


A. As soon as the money is available. The 
additional school tax, if approved by the voters 
will not be collected until October 1964. It will 
be available for the next school year. (1964-65) 


Q. How can we be sure that this program 
will be followed? 


A. Members of the Board of Education 
are Luther Fowler, Cecil D. Cowart, H. M. 
Johnson, J. Alpha Lowe, and J. E. (Ned) 
Bearden. The Education Superintendent is 
Elvin Hill. They have promised that it will be 
done. We do not believe that they would mis- 
lead the people of Shelby County. 


Q. Iam just a small tax payer but I don’t 
like to pay more taxes. 
A. Nobody likes to pay taxes but many 
people are willing to do it when they know: 
1. The tax increase is small (only 2 mills 
over what we paid last October); 
2. Every bit of it will be spent in Shelby 
County; and o” 


3. It is going for a good cause ( a better 
‘school-program-foey-our. children), 


Q. The assessed value of my property is 
$1,500. How much more will I pay in the fall of 
1964 than I paid last October. 


A. Only $3.00 more. 


Q. A few folks in my beat have assess- 
ments over $2,000 but I would guess that 80 to 
90 percent of my neighbors have assessments 
under $2,000 and over half of them are under 
$1,000. 


A. Yes, that is pretty generally true 
throughout Shelby County. 


Q. If the individual assessments are so 
low how then will so much revenue be realized 
from a four mill tax? 


A. Industry will pay about 75% of this 
tax. For each 25c paid by an individual, indus- 
try will pay 75e for our schools. 


Q. Will not this discourage industry from 
coming to our county? 


A. We do not believe that it will. We do 
believe that over crowded class rooms and in- 
adequate school facilities will discourage in- 
dustry from locating among us. Other counties 
with a higher tax rate than ours are enjoying 
a good industrial growth. One school district 
(Decatur) has a 17! mill school tax rate, De- 
catur has had a number of fine industries lo- 
cate there in recent years. 


Q. I must confess that during the weeks 
that this revenue measure has been considered 
I have heard few, if any, say that our school 
system did not need substantial improvements. 
Now, am I to understand that we can have 
these improvements at a cost to the great ma- 
jority of our tax payers that is less than I spent 
on my fishing trip to the Coosa River last Fri- 
day? 

A. Yes, that is true. 


Q. Is the legislature in session in Mont- 
gomery likely to duplicate the improvements 
that we will see if this tax is approved? 


A. No. According to our information the 
measures before the legislature do not include 
a bond issue that would provide another build- 
ing program for the public schools, Neither is 
there being considered by the legislature mea- 
sures that would reduce the student load per 
teacher. It is in these areas that the proposed 
school revenue measure will be greatly bene- 
ficial to our school system. 


Q. Quite a few of my friends are workiug 
night and day for the passage of this school 
measure but I have several neighbors who are 
displeased and get upset when it is mentioned. 


A. We would suggest that most folks who 
have been displeased at the thought of this 
revenue measure to help our schools haven’t 
made the effort to inform themselves as to the 
serious needs of our school program or they 
haven’t informed themselves as to just how 
little this two mills increase will increase their 
tax bill. All that we ask is that voters consider 
the need for this important increase in our 
school program and then find out how much 
the tax will cost. If a man knows what good 
will be done and how much he will pay for it, 
he i is then in position to decide if the measure 
is worthy of his vote. 


Q. What are the details concerning this 
election? 

A. It_will be held Tuesday, April 16, The 
polls will be open from 8:00 until 5:00. The of- 
ficial canvas will be made Thursday morning, 
April 18 at 9:00 a.m.

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MONTGOMERY — Confusion, if 
not frustration, last week, charac- 
terized the policy of the Wallace 
Administration toward revenue 
proposals for existing needs of 
education. 

On the surface, the Hon. Mr. 
Wallace’s “dramatic breakthrough” 
revenue program for existing 
school needs has already been an- 
nounced now that Marion Rep. 
Rankin Fite’s two-cent-per-bottle 
beer tax has pessed in the lower 
chamber. It was believed at press 
time that among the several rev- 
enue raising proposals expected to 
be brought out of the House ways 
and Means Committee would be 
the old and highly controversial 
HB 835—which disse llows federal 
income tax payments as deduc- 
tions on state income tax returns 
and a bill which would raise cor- 
poration taxes from 3 to 5%. 

However, observers felt His Ex- 
cellency would not put his finger 
on the tax he would push until 
later on in the special session. 
Sages were confident Wallace 
forces will shove for the disallow- 
ance measure. 

It was thought earlier His Hon- 
or might allow a sales tax bill to 
pass out of the Administration- 
controlled Ways and Means body. 
But Wallace leaders are presently 
claiming that bill, along with a 
two-cent-per-bottle soft drink tax, 
would be held in committee at this 
time. 

Meanwhile, there was general 
feeling by members of both cham- 
bers it would be easier to pass a 


one-cent sales tax hike than the| 


disallowance measure or corpor- 
ate tax increase. Pundits agreed 
Wallace might be holding back 
the sales tax proposal until he has 
time to see how. the Legislature 
reacts to the tax bills now before 
hte lawmakers, 

While the state’s bottling 
dustry, and labor leaders opposed 
to any additional sales tax were 
jubilant at the moment, lobbyists 
representing Alabama’s big busi- 
ness and industry were gearing 
themselves for a legislative fight 
to the finish against the disallow- 
ance tax plan and corporate tax 
hike,

It was believed six 
or seven senators were “pledged” 
to wage a full-scale filibuster 
against the bill, and that others

Failure to register, like failure 
to comply with other provisions 
of the law, may subject men to 
prosecution, or to induction out 
of turn and ahead of other men. 

After he registers, each man is 
required by law to keep his local 
board informed of any change in

Ac- 
cording to an authoritative report 
by The Travelers Insurance Com- 
panies, 40,500 persons were killed 
last year in U. S. traffic acci- 
dents. It was an all-time high for 
a single year and erases 
previous record of 39,969 fatali- 
ties set in 1941.

One hundred years ago this 
week, Colonel Abel D. Streight

A Congressional Study Mission 
of which I was chairman has call- 
ed for reducing or ending Alliance 
for Progress to Latin American 
countries that do not meet their 
self-help commitments. 

This bi-partisan study group 
was requested by the chairman 
of the House Foreign Committee 
to conduct a five-nation inspec- 
tion in Latin America in _ the 
aftermath of the Cuban crisis. 
The report of the investigation 
was released last week. 

In this report, the members 
pointed out laxity on the part of 
some Latin American nations re- 
eeiving Alliance for Progress 
funds to live up to their self-help 
commitments. Where United States 
funds have been used to “bail 
out” governments that are post- 


poning or avoiding the hard de-| 


cisions of fiscal discipline and re- 
form, our aid has in some cases 
been regarded as a reward for 
fiscal mis-management. 
-Recommendations Reviewed- 


In addition to a study of each 
country visited, the report includ- 
ed a number of recommendations 
and observations. Among the rec- 
ommendations made by the Study 
Mission were the following: 

1. Efforts by the Executive to 
eliminate the flow of persons, 
propaganda, and funds between 
the countries of the Inter-Amer- 
ican system and Cuba must be 
intensified. 


2. Agencies responsible for dis-| 
bursement of Alliance for Pro-} 


gress funds should give serious 
consideration to reducing or dis- 
continuing funds to those countries 
not complying with self-help com- 
mitments. 

3. In the Latin American area 
emphasis in the military field 
should be placed on the training 
of personnel, internal security 
assistance, and civic action pro- 
grams. The supplying of modern 
sophisticated equipment, in re- 
sponse to local pressure, should 
be held to a minimum. 

4. Latin America should at this 
time be given priority in Peace 
Corps activities. The Study Mis- 
sion found that Peace Corps vol- 
unteers are making a notable 
contribution to United States re- 
lations with countries of that area 


and that the demand for addition- | 


al volunteers is great. 

5. Specific plans should be made 
to identify the sources of the 
school lunch and Food-for-Peace 
programs, since many Latin 


American recipients seem unaware | 


that the United States is respon- 
sible for the program.

The slurry seal consist of water, 
asphalt, fine limestone aggregate 
and cement. It is put down in a 
semi-liquid form. Four hours are 
required for the seal to become 
firm enough for traffic to be 
turned back on the road.

100 Years Ago 


EMMA SANSOM’S RIDE 


One hundred years ago this 
week, General Nathan B. Forrest 
hurriedly scrawled on the stained 
leaf of an old pocket memoran- 
dum, “My highest regards to Miss 
Emma Sansom for her gallant 
conduct while my posse was skirm- 
ishing with the Federals across 
Black Creek near Gadsden, Ala- 
bama.” 

Emma Sansom, who lived with 
her widowed mother and a sister 
on a small farm, had heroically 
shown Forrest the ford by which 
he could cross the creek, since 
Streight, thinking he could delay 
Forrest’s pursuerers, had burned 
the bridge. 

Shortly after Streight’s raiders 
had visited Emma’s home, search- 
ing it for firearms and saddles 
before taking a coal from the fire 
to burn the bridge, Forrest’s cav- 
alry came thundering in. Learning 
that the Federals had destroyed 
the bridge, Forrest asked Emma 
if she knew of a place to cross. 
Without hesitation, she offered to 
show him the place and climbed 
up behind him. 

When her mother protested, 
Forrest reassured her. “She is go- 
ing to show me a ford where I can 
get my men over in time to catch 
those Yankees before they get to 
Rome,” he said. “Don’t be uneasy; 
I will bring her back safe.” | 

Amid fire from the cannon and 
troops on both sides of the river, | 
Emma quickly pointed out to him 


the spot to enter and leave the 
water. The next day, May 3, For- 
rest bluffed Streight into a sur- 
render by maneuvering his out- 
numbered troops so successfully 
that Streight thought himself 
greatly outnumbered. 

Forrest’s note to Emma was 
only the first testimony to the 
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heroism of the brave girl. She was 
honored by the Alabama Legisla- 
ture with a gold medal and a sec- 
tion of land in 1864 as a token 
of “admiration and gratitude.” 


The Emma Sansom- High School 
named in her honor was erected 
in Gadsden in 1932.

“Don’t be caught dead sitting on your seat belt,” was the theme ~ 
of a safety article by 4-H National Safety Winner Gayle Gillen, 17, 
of Sparta, Tennessee. : : 

Gayle was typical among eight national winners of $400 General 
Motors scholarships for outstanding 4-H farm, home and highway 
projects. The winners also received all-expense trips to the Na- 
tional 4-H Club Congress in Chicago. A jeat 

The “safety-prone” boys and girls pointed out that all new 
model cars since 1962 are equipped with front seat belt connec- 
tions. 

Safety authorities estimate that some 5,000 lives would be 
saved annually if everyone wore a seat belt. Moreover, traffic 
accident injuries could be reduced more than one third. __ 

‘Despite increasing purchases of the belts and widely published 
information on their effectiveness, many people who: have belts 
don’t use them,”’ said Gayle. eal § 

“They feel they’re safe just driving to the store,” she added,

happen within 25 miles of home. Over half of traffic accidents 
oe in either injury or death involve speeds under 40 miles 
per hour.”

Encyclopedia Inter- 
national published by Grolier 
Incorporated, in its section on 
Academic Costumes, tells us 
the caps and robes have been 
worn in Europe since the early 
14th century. It wasn’t until 
the 1880’s that American col- 
leges and universities adopted 
the dress for graduation and 
other formal academic occa- 
sions. American educators 
drew up a code in 1895 in an 
effort to establish uniformity 


‘of practice among educational 


institutions. This was reviewed 
in 1932 and again in 1959. 
The Encyclopedia Internation- 
al article points out the dif- 
ferences in the cut of the 
gown of the various graduates. 
The bachelor degree recipient’s 
gown is always in black and 
has long sleeves and cuffs 
which flair down into points. 
The gown worn by a master 
graduate is somewhat like the 
bachelor gown, but differs in 
the sleeves. The master gown 
has full length oblong sleeves 
which are open at the wrist, 
plus panels-which hang nearly 
to the knees,

The doctorate gown is con- 
siderably different. It has 
three velvet horizontal bars on 
each of the sleeves, and two 
wide velvet bars running ver- 
tically down the front of the

tume is also important as a 
means of learning more about 
the individual duates. Each 
hood has a velvet border, and 
the color of this border repre- 
sents the graduate’s field of 
study. 

Among the more predominant 
colors, and their meanings, 
are these. Arts, letters and 
humanities all are represented 
by a white border. Law has a 
more colorful border, purple, 
while budding philosophers 
can be spotted by their dark 
blue borders. 

You can identify science grad- 
uates by the golden yellow of 
their borders, and music grad- 
uates are easy to pick out by 
their pink borders. Equally as 
easy to distinguish are medi- 
cal doctors with their en 
borders, and theology students 
with their scarlet borders.

In my 
opinion, this request was given 
much study and work by our ed- 
ucationa] leaders and the admin- 
istration before it was presented 
to the Legislature. All revenue 
measures must originate in the 
House of Representatives which 
places the Senate in the position 
of having to work with what is 
sent by the House. This is a good 
provision of our constitution and 
is a part of our system of checks 
and balance. , ma 
The filibuster reared its head 
in the Senate on Tuesday, April 
16 and an agreement was reached 
for adjournment shortly after 
midnight that night in order that 
we might attend the Ground 
Breaking Ceremonies at Miller’s 
Ferry on Wednesday, April 17.

The filibuster was continued off | 


and on for the remainder of the 
week. The following week a new 
fillibuster record was set in the 
Senate. This was set off when 
the 2 cents beer tax was reached 
on the calendar. However, in my 
opinion, those who were filibus- 
tering had varying reasons for 
participating in the filibuster. 
Some wanted to take up the other 
tax measures first, some were 
using this method to delay getting 
to the other tax measures, and a 
few were actually opposed to the 
beer tax increase. I supported the 
administration’s position of mak- 
ing a decision on each of the is- 
sues as we came to them. Ironic- 
ally, I was holding the floor, in 
order that those who were fili- 
bustering might meet with the 
Governor to reach an agreement, 
at 5:00 o’clock Saturday afternoon 
when the old record of 96 contin- 
uous hours in session was broken. 
Late that night we recessed for 
Sunday and the filibuster was re- 
sumed the following Monday 
morning. 

When the Senate is deadlocked 
in a filibuster, it is much rougher 
on those who are not actually en- 
gaged in the filibuster as they 
must be there 24 hours a day for 
quorum calls and adjournment 
votes. Although I strongly favor 
a good trade school and junior 
college program, I did not vote 
for the beer tax. I strongly be-

lieve that we must not depend on 
beer or whiskey taxes for revenue 
on which to operate our schools. 
As you know the beer tax passed, 
along with enabling acts to set 
up five additional trade schools 
and five junior colleges. It is an- 
ticipated this will provide approx- 
imately $4% million in new rev- 
jenue.

|for the deduction of federal taxes 
in computing state income tax by 
corporations. At the same time a 
constitutional amendment was 
passed which would increase the 
corporation income tax rate. from 
3% to 5% and this provided for 
deduction of federal taxes. If the 
constitutional -amendment passes 
then the federal tax disallowance 
|bill would not be effective.» The 
anticipated new revenue would he 
from $4% to 6 million. I voted 
for both of these bills. 
The final revenue bill © passed 
jin this session was one which in- 
;creased the present 3% sales tax 
to 4% effective October 1, 1963. 
This act retains all of the present 
;Sales tax exemptions. There was 
jconsiderable opposition to this 
|bill. However, it was apparent if 
we were to have an educational 
breakthrough in Alabama the 
major portion of new 
would have to come from this 
sales tax increase. For this reason 
and because I believe the sales 
tax to be the fairest of consumer 
taxes. I supported this bill. In 
order that our old age pensioners 
might not be hurt by this increase 
\I plan to work for legislation that 
will enable Alabama te increase 
|the old age pension payments. It 
is anticipated that the total in- 
crease in school revenue provided 
by this session will be approxi- 
mately $42 million. : 

There were other important 
measures passed by this session 
that I will not discuss for lack 
of space. I was pleased to obtain 
the passage of Senate Bill 27 
which I introduced and sponsored. 
This bill appropriated the earned 
interest from the 100 million dol- 
lar school bond issue to the Spe- 
cial Education Trust Fund for 
current use and passed — both 
houses without a dissenting vote. 
The amount of this earned inter- 
est is approximately $1% million 
jand will assist in preventing ano- 
ther year of proration.

100 Years Ago 


THE DECISION TO PLACE 
VICKSBURG UNDER SEIGE 


One hundred years ago this 
week, official orders were issued 
to place the Confederate fortifi- 
cations at Vicksburg, Mississippi, 
under seige after the Southern 
soldiers had successfully and com- 
pletely repelled an all-out attack 
by Major General U. S. Grant’s 
Union forces. - 

Grant had decided to attack the 
fort for several reasons. If he 
were able to secure Vicksburg be- 
fore General J. E. Johnston could 
build up a force to rescue Lt. Gen- 
eral J. C. Pemberton and his men 
from the fort, he could then turn 
and destroy or scatter Johnston’s 
troops. He would then send a 
detachment to attack the Confed- 
erates at Port Hudson, Mississip- 
pi, without calling for reinforce- 
ments, which would be necessary 
if a seig were begun. 

At 10 o’clock on the morning 
of May 22,-three columns of Un- 
ion troops moved down the Bald- 
win’s Ferry, Jackson, and Grave- 


|yard roads leading into Vicksburg. 


Admiral D. D. Porter had been 
requested to support the troops 
with a bombardment from his 
gunboats on the Mississippi River. 
Storming parties were ready to 
cross the ditch around the fort 
and batteries had been placed to 
concentrate their fire on the sur- 
rounding parapets of the Confed- 
erate fort. 

The confederate soldiers were 
in an excellent position for de-| 
fense, as they could take cover| 
behind the parapet while the Un- 
ion forces were forced to leave 
their cover in order to storm the) 
fort. Within half an hour of the 
initial assault affairs were sub- 
stantially the same at all three| 
major points of attack. Union| 
forces had managed to plant their 
flags upon the parapet, but had 
almost immediately been forced to 
fall back to the ditches around | 
the fort. 

By 11:30 a.m. Grant, who had 
watched the unsuccessful proce- | 
dures from the Jackson road, was | 
debating the continuation of the 
assault when several misleading 
dispatches from Major General 
John A. McClernand induced him 
to reriegw the battle. 

The battle continued for about 
four and a half hours, during 
which time about 35,000 of Grant’s 
men saw action. Some 13,000 out 
of Pemberton’s 20,000 were en- 
gaged. Grant lost more than 3,000 | 
men and estimates place Southern 
losses at about 500. 

Grant and his officers were con- 
vinced by this battle that the fort 
was too strong and the Southern-| 
ers too determined to hold their

FORT MORGAN 


Nestled on a tiny tip of snow- 
white beach snugly situated in 
Mobile Bay rests one of this coun- 
try’s richest historical treasures— 
Fort Morgan. A military emplace- 
ment, it has survived seven bat- 
tles and served under seven flags, 
including the Republic of Alabama 
Flag and the Confederate States 
of America Flag. 


Fort Morgan is a copy of an 
ancient fort near Florence, Italy, 
and was designed by the great 
Michelangelo, It saw battle for the 
first time in 1711 when the French 
held the Fort against British pri- 
vateers during the war between 
England and France. Then, in 
1719, the Spanish attacked set- 
tlements in that area and were 
turned ‘back by French forces at 
the Fort. Sixty-one years later, 
in 1780, the Fort was captured by 
Spanish forces from New Orleans 
and held by Spain for more than 
30 years. The next battle at Fort 
Morgan was fought in 1814 when 
the British were repulsed by can- 
non fire. The next year they re- 
turned for a successful seige but 
withdrew under treaty a few 
months later. 


| Two battles were fought during 


the Civil war in 1864 at Fort Mor- 
gan. The first was a victory for 
Confederate forces but the sec- 
ond, after 19 days of bombard- 
ment in combined land-sea attacks 
found the soldiers of the South 
beaten and they surrendered the 
Fort to Admiral Farragut. The 
results of this battle can still be 
viewed there. 

The Fort isn’t this area’s only 
attraction. You can also enjoy 
fishing at its finest, skiing, boat- 
ing, sailing and, of course, swim- 
ming and sun bathing in the 
Gulf’s crystal blue waters. For a 
weekend or a week of fun and 
enjoyment plan a trip to Fort 
Morgan soon.

The House last Wednesday 
passed a bill that will permit the 
national debt to rise to a record 
high next month so the govern- 
ment can bills. 

Over Republican opposition, the 
House passed a nine-vote margin 
the bill to raise the temporary 
national debt ceiling by $2 billion 
for the remainder of fiscal 1963 
and by an additional $2 billion 
for the first two months of fiscal 
1964—July and August. 

The debt now is subject to a 
legal limit of $305 billion, which 
would have dropped under exist- 
ing law to $300 billion on June 
25. This stop-gap legislation, 
passed last week by the House 
and sent to the Senate, will give 
the Treasurery Department what 
it believes to be the absolute min- 
imum ceiling necessary for effec- 
tive management of the federal 
debt from expenditures already 
approved. These approved expen- 
ditures are expected to surge $1.8 
billion above the previous statu- 
tory limit.

Explained By King 


More than one-third of Ala- 
bama’s old age pensioners - 35 
percent - also receive social se- 
curity benefits under the Federal 
Old Age, Survivors and Disability 
Insurance programs, Pensions and 
Security Commissioner Ruben K. 
King revealed this week. He said 
lod of 104,645 pensioners in the 
month of February 1963, there 
were 36,659 also receiving OASDI 
checks. 

“For pensioners on the social 
security rolls, the old age pension 
| check was a supplement and, 
therefore, was less than the over 
jall Statewide average pension and 


The minimum wage paid to all|tion will be considered, and show, the average for persons not re- 


ceiving social security benefits,” 
King said. 

Explaining that. OASDI pay- 
ments are considered as any other 
income in determining need, the 
Commissioner said that for per- 
sons receiving both social security 
and a pension, the OASDI benefit 
averaged $39.43 and the check 
from the Department of Pensions 
and Security, $50.62. 

It was further revealed that 
there has been a steady climb in 
|the percent of pensioners also re- 
| social security benefits. 
|King pointed out that in 1955 only 
12.4 percent of those receiving old 
age checks from his Department 
were also getting OASDI. 


One reason for the increase to 
|35 percent now is the wider cov- 
erage of OASDI today and the 
fact that most persons now be- 
jcoming or recently having reached 
|65 are eligible for social security 
|benefits, King reported. Also, con- 


| 

|tributing factors to the higher 
jnumber of pensioners getting 
|OASDI benefits are the higher 


| standards and more liberal pro- 
visions of the pension program. 
In other words, a person who 
would not have been eligible for 
ja pension eight years ago if he 
jhad a social security check of, 
say $50 a month, may now qualify 
for a small pension, King explain- 
ed. 

| Among aid to dependent chil- 
dren families, 8.3 have some so- 
cial security coverage. This com- 
pares with 3.0 percent in 1955 and 
6.9 percent last year. 


King revealed that there 
wide variation, county-by-county, 
in percent of pensioners concur- 
rently receiving OASDI benefits. 
For example, the number was as 
high as 45.2 percent in Shelby 
County and 49 other counties re- 
ported figures of 30 percent or 
more. 


| 


In contrast, only 17.2 percent 
of Macon County’s pensioners had 
OASDI benefits. Other counties 
‘with less than 30 percent were: 
Barbour, Blount, Bullock, Butler, 
‘Elmore, Greene, Hale, Henry, 
Jackson, Limestone, Lowndes, Ma- 
rengo, Montgomery, Russell, Sum- 
ter, and Wilcox. 


King concluded by emphasizing 
that there remain many Alabami- 
ans who are eligible only for low, 
jand often, minimum social secur- 
jity benefits. These people cannot 
“get by” on $40 or less - and will 
continue to need pensions.

FROM KOREA 


We are numbered among Mel- 
vin Gunter’s wide and warm circle 
of friends who have sincerely 
missed him since he left for far- 
a-way Korea. Today, our day grew 
brighter after visiting the P. O. 
as we received an interesting let- 
ter from him—We share a part 
of it with our readers. We quote: 


“Hello Mrs. Wallace:— 

Well—I finally got around to 
dropping you a few lines to let 
you know that I am still thinking 
about you all and the “Choir’— 


ting along o.k. I guess Myra keeps

“IT had a nice trip over—I came 
lout by Jet and it only took 11% 
jhours. I spent 4 days in Yoko- 
jhama, Japan and was able to take 
many pictures. I also flew from 
Yokohma to Korea, arriving here 
the 26 of March. Korea is a very 
mountainous country. When you 
|see these little towns and villages 
and look at the people and how 
they live—it really gets you—and 
makes you grateful to be an 
|American. The people here are 
|short and dark complextioned— 
70 % of the people make their 
living farming and their chief 
crop is rice. I am located about 
30 miles North of Seoul and the 
little town is Toko-ri, and it is 
located in a valley with mountains 
all around it. Have sent Myra 
quite a few pictures of it. 

“My assigned job is Communi- 
cations Chief of the 1st Battle 
Group 32nd Infantry. I have met 
quite a few boys I knew in the 
states and also in Germany. It is 
always good to meet them, too. 
I also have a part time job work- 
ing in the Post Library on my off 
duty time. This helps pass the 
time away. There are about 2000 
or more orphan home kids in 
Korea and our battle group sup- 
ports one of their homes. We had 
50 of them out for Easter dinner, 
ranging from age 7-14 years. We 
have missionaries speak at our 
Chapel now thru the 16th of June 
on Sunday nights.

ARMISTEAD SELDEN 


The biggest event that has 
taken place in Washington this 
year was the roaring welcome the 
nation’s capital last week gave to 
our newest hero — Astronaut i. 
Gordon Cooper. 

Last Tuesday Maj. Cooper was 
presented the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medal by the President, re- 
ceived a standing ovation from a 
and a 


joint session of Congress 
tremendous reception from the 
immense crowds that lined the 


Washington streets. 

The Air Force major from Okla- 
homa—the fourth American to or- 
bit the earth—made a short and 
simple speech before the joint 
Congressional session in which he 
recited a prayer of thankfulness 
and confidence that he had said 
during his 600,000-mile, 34-hour 
flight in the “Faith 7.” 

I had the pleasure of renewing 
my acquaintance with Astronaut 
Cooper immediately after his ap- 
pearance before the Congress last 
week, My first and more lengthy 
conversation with Cooper was at 
Cape Canaveral following the 
launching of our first astronaut, 
Alan Shepard Jr. on May 5, 1961. 


Boosted Prestige 

Maj. Cooper’s epic 22-orbit 
journey was a giant step forward 
1, America’s conquest of space. 
His trip was not only the longest 
by a U.S. astronaut, but the most 
beneficial in terms of scientific 
achievement. His near-perfect 
flight also boosted prestige in our 
space race with the Russians, for 
in contrast with the  secrecy- 
shrouded Soviet space probes, 
Maj. Cooper’s journey was made 
in full view of the entire world. 

The flight of “Faith 7” is ex- 
pected to mark an end not only 
to the Mercury space program, 
but also to solo space flights. Ac- 
cording to NASA _ spokesmen, 
Maj. Cooper’s flight may be the 
last manned space voyage for 18 
months. Our next step to the moon 
is Project Gemini, which plans to 
put a two-man teamof astronauts 
into orbit for up to two weeks. 
The first of the Gemini flights 
is due in late 1964. Finally, on our 
space timetable is Project Apollo, 
which, it is hoped, will send the 
first three Americans to the moon 
before 1970. The Apollo moonshot 
will be boosted by a Saturn rocket

Some Memories 


Of Cedar Grove 


By Ella Ross Dunnam 


I was asked by a neighbor a 
few days ago to tell what I know 
of Cedar Grove cemetery as it is 
called now, I believe. I remember 
it as the “Meredith Graveyard”. 
I suppose it was named for the 


Merediths who owned property 
and lived nearby. 
Once some friends promised 


each other to have a memorial 
meeting there as long as they 
lived, on the first Sunday in May 
of each year. So it was agreed 
that this was to continue as long 
as either one lived; then their 
families would carry on _ these 


meetings. How long this was go-| 


ing on before my time, I don’t 
know, as my mother never gave 
me any dates, but in my girlhood 
days everyone looked forward to 
the “May Meeting” — young and 
old got ready for it. People came 
from the surrounding country and 
towns. for miles — from Calera, 
Montevallo; Columbiana and many 
other places, It was a day to be 
remembered for all seemed to en- 
joy it, seeing folks they saw only 
at these .meetings. So every one 
all dressed in’ their best clothes, 
old and young women with dress- 
es of muslin and mull with roses 
on, men in black alpaca suits, came 
from far and wide. They traveled 
in buggies, wagons and on horse- 
back — many wore long linen 
dusters over their suits as there 
were no paved roads in that time 
and .one’s clothes got awfully 
dusty. 

I know the young girls all had 
to have a new white dress for the 


‘ “May Meeting” as it was called— 


the young girls wore white most- 
ly—older women did not often 
dress like girls in those days. 

Of course, every one had a nice 
big basket of dinner and such 


;j}eating was for all — chicken and} 


dumplings, chicken pie (made of 
all chicken without peas, potatoes 


or carrots, as they are often made} 


now). People gathered on the 
rocky hillside for the service which 
was a long sermon by some min- 
ister with long hair and a beard 
which often fell down in his eyes, 
but he pushed his hair back and 
kept on in ‘a sonorous voice,«for 
a while, until almost time to have 
dinner. Then they’ sang some good 
old songs and there were some 
fine voices. I remember a nice- 
looking man who had three daugh- 
ters who really “made the welkin 
ring.” 

The grounds were full of wag- 
ons, buggies and horses under the

Happenings In The House 


By Representative John Lewis Cates 


I should like by means of this 
report to give a brief resume of 
some of the legislative happenings 
in the House since the beginning 
of the Legislative Session. 

You probably have observed 
through the various news media 
some of the proposed legislation 
before the House. As of this date 
we have had some 400 bills intro- 
duced. The House has not yet been 
in too much controversy. However, 
the Senate has been embroiled in 
filibuster for the second time. 

One major piece of legislation 
that the House did act on last 
Tuesday was that of raising the 
cost of your driver’s license from 


$1.00 to $2.00 per year. There was | 


a provision in the bill to have each 
licensee to have their picture on 
the driver’s license to aid identi- 
fication of the vehicle operator. 
This provision was left out of the 
bill in final passage. 

The purpose of the increase was 
to employ more highway patrol- 
men and to bring their salaries in 
line with some of the other state 
employees. I, however, did not 
favor nor vote for the increase. 

We had one other major piece 
of legislation that the House acted 
on Tuesday to bring the effective 


date of the sales tax from October | 


1 to July 1. There was an amend- 
ment offered and adopted to the 
bill which would let contractors 
and contractural firms get a re- 
bate of the one cent for contracts 


made before October 1. Since the} 


passage of the bill in the special 
session which granted the increase 
from 3% to 4%, numbers of con- 


tractors possible would be affected 
if the effective date was moved 
up. This amendment clarified the 


hardship as it is only temporarily 
effective until October 1. 

I am happy to report that an 
anti-pollution bill, of which I am 
a co-sponsor, was voted out of 
committee yesterday by a 12 to 1 
vote. This is the strongest pollu- 
tion control bill that has been of- 
fered before the legislature and I 
think it will be a great piece of 
legislation if enacted tohelp con- 
trol our polluted rivers and 
streams as well as a good health 
measure. 

Numerous people have discussed 
with me the possibility of dividing 
the state into eight congressional 
districts and there have been four 
bills introduced to this date which 
would redistrict the State of Ala- 
bama. The bills introduced thus 
far are highly controversial and 
at this particular date, I doubt if 
any of them would have a chance 
of passage. 

I would like to report further 
at a later date on the number of 
conservation bills which will be 
before the House and which will 
clarify our hunting season legis- 
lation, etc. 

If you have any 
any proposed piece of legislation 
or would like copies of same, etc., 
I will be happy to furnish them 
on request.

EXTENSION DAIRYMAN 
EXPOSES FOOD MYTHS 


Food has created myths, super- 
stitions and taboos since the 
earliest days of recoreded history. 

For instance, the Greeks forced 
criminals to eat garlic to purify 
themselves. And thousands of 
years ago, people thought the 
moon really was made of green 
cheese. 


“Some of these myths. still 
exist today, but we shouldn’t be 
fooled by food fads,” says John! 
Parrish, Auburn University Ex-| 
tension Service dairyman. 
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Parrish explodes two popular 
myths in one sentence: “You can 
eat dairy foods and seafood at the 
same meal,” he says “and milk 
should be included in a weight re- 
duction program.” 

Other myths: “The calorie con- 
tent is the same in butter and 
other commonly used table fats, 
and the important nutrients! in 
milk and meat aren’t influenced 
by the feed of the animal. 


Also, there’s no evidence that 
any food, including meat, eggs 
or milk, will either cause or cure 
arthritis.”

His administration as Governor 
of Alabama from December, 1863, 
to the callapse of the Confederate 
government in April, 1865, is not- 
ed for emphasis on states’ rights 
and an independent attitude to- 
ward the Davis administration, | 
although Watts declared that he 
had withdrawn from the Cabinet | 
with a far higher appreciation of | 


President Davis’ virtues than he| 
had when en entered it. 
The Legislature elected with

' Supreme Court To 
Review Reshuffling 


The Supreme Court in Wash- 
ington, has agreed to review a 
temporary plan for the reappor- 
tionment of the Alabama Legis- 
lature ordered by a_ three-judge 
federal court in Montgomery. 

The panel rejected reapportion- 
ment legislation enacted by the 
state solons and ordred the tem- 
porary plan into effect for the 
November, 1962, election. 

Further, the judges said they 
would retain jurisdiction until the 
newly-elected House and Senate 
had opportunity to provide for a 
true redistricting. 


The decision, announced July 


,21, 1962 was the first instance in 
which a federal tribunal had re- 


apportioned a legislature after the 
Supreme Court’s ruling on the 
issue March 26, 1962. The high 
court said then that the distribu- 
tion of seats in state legislatures 
was subject to constitutional 
scrutiny of the federal courts. 
Under the temporary plan de- 
vised by the Montgomery panel, 
Jefferson County would get 17 
House members. The county has 
had seven members. Mobile Coun- 
ty would get eight members in- 
stead of three and Montgomery 
would keep the four it now has.

ANTE-BELLUM GREENSBORO 

As Spring gives way to Sum- 
mer and the children begin their 
three months vacation, many more 
of Alabama’s families will be 
looking for interesting places to 
visit on the weekend or as they 
travel to visit friends and rela- 
tives. 

In the western part of this State 
there lies a quiet, restful town 
that would make an ideal place 
to visit if it be for a day, weekend 
or a week. I’m sure you will find 
any of these time limits too short 
_onece you began looking at the 
many ante-bellum reminders of 
what the South was once like. 

The town of which I speak is 
Greensboro where, within just a 
few blocks, you will find over 40 | 
homes which were built prior to 
the Civil War. During the War 
these homes did not feel the 
flames of Union torches since 
Greensboro wasn’t considered to 
be of any military importance. 
There was no form of industry to 
help the Southern war effort and 
the cotton economy was prostrate 
by then, so as Federal troops | 
poured into Alabama from the 
West they passed Greensboro 
leaving its many  ante-bellum 
homes untouched. 

The Greensboro area was first 
settled in 1816 and shortly after 
its great whitelcolumned homes 
started to rise. The Samuel Briggs 
Home, 1821; Old French House! 
built in 1821 by Thomas Noel; 
and Brick Spring built in 1828 by | 
General Patrick May. Most of the, 
ante-bellum homes in Greensboro 


merely remembers the past for 
the heritage which it has left us 
—one of gracious living.” 

Greensboro, aside from its 
many ante-bellum homes, is a 
center of religious history too. 
The Alabama State Baptist Con- 
vention was organized here on 
October 28-29, 1823. At this meet- 
ing there were 15 messengers 
from seven missionary societies 
who met “to promote missions, 
education and closer co-operation 
among the Baptist Churches of 
Alabama.” Also, St. Paul’s Epis- 
copal Church in Greensboro, or- 
ganized in 1830, is one of the 
three pre-diocesan Episcopal par- 
ishes of the State. The present 
Chureh building was started in 
the early 1840’s and in 1843 it was 
éonsecrated. At this Church Nich- 
olas Hamner Cobbs was elected 
first Bishop of Alabama.

United States last year contained 
almost as much raw cotton as was 
produced in the state of Alabama 
during 1962, according to recent 
figures. 

The figures disclosed the equiv- 
imported 
into his country during the year 
in the form of manufactured 
goods. The Alabama cotton crop 
for this period, as reported by the 
Crop Reporting Service, amounted 
to 695,000 bales valued at $114,- 
675,000. 

These textile import figures, 
which are three and a half times 
the 1955 level and are still headed 
sharply upward, are being trig- 
gered by the two-price cotton 
system, W. E. Dunn of Huntsville, 
board chairman, Alabama Textile 
Manufacturers Association, said. 
He stated that the system discrim- 
inates against the cotton farmers 
of Alabama, as well as against 
the approximately 64,000 employ- 
ees of the textile, knitting and 
apparel industries of the State. 

The two-price cotton system 
allows foreign textile mills to pur- 
chase American grown cotton 
eight and a half cents per pound 
($42.50 a bale) cheaper than do- 
mestic mills can purchase it. This

MONTGOMERY — There are 
so many controversial proposals 
pending before the Legislature 
which could ignite lengthy talka- 
thons in the upper chamber that 
the summer on Capitol Hill prom- 
ises to be a long, hot one. 

Veteran Calhoun Sen. A. C. Shel- 
ton doubted the passage of any 
bill which the Senate didn’t unani- 
mously favor. However, the fear 
was expressed that although the 
Senate might get bogged down 
over debating controversial meas- 
ures this session and only occas- 
ionally pass a few uncontested 
Administration and local bills, as 
special interest group pressure 
mounted in the waning days, the 
lawmakers might raise the flood 
gate and approve every bill — be 
it good or bad — in sight. 

Legislative old-timers are of 
the opinion “this could be one of 
those sessions — where everything 
is held in tow until the last min- 
ute, then all hell breaks loose and 
just about every piece of legisla- 
tion on the calendar passes.” To 
these observers, a “productive 
Legislature” is one which okays 
few new laws, especially tax laws. 

Among the measures expected 
to be the principal cause for slow- 
downs in the upper chamber are:

CAPTAIN WARREN S. REESE 


One hundred year: ago this 
week, the Montgomery “Weekly 
Mail” carried an account of the 
capture of Federal papers and 
mail by a citizen of Montgomery, 
Warren S. Reese, during one of 
his “daring and successful raids” 
as captain in the Ist Alabama 
cavalry and a member of General 
Joseph Wheeler’s escort in the 
Army of Tennessee.

AVE MARIA GROTTO 


“Ave Maria Grotto” sounds like 
the beginning of a beautiful song 
inspired by some great work of 
art or a divine act, but “Ave Maria 
Grotto” is really the lifetime work 
of Brother Joseph Zoettl at St. 
Bernard Abbey near Cullman, Ala- 
bama. The “Grotto”, as it is call- 
ed, is in reality all that I have 
mentioned except a song. This 
masterpiece is a great work of 
art and when one visits it he feels 
the divinity which is expressed 
by Brother Joseph’s years of labor. 

The “Ave Maria Grotto” is lo- 
cated on the campus of St. Ber- 
nard College and over a million 
people have marvelled at its de- 
tailed completeness. It is very 
difficult to explain the many in- 
spiring sights the visitor will see 
when touring the “Grotto”. It can 
best be described as a minature 
world of famous buildings from 
the Roman Empire up to and in- 
cluding World War II. These re- 
productions were all built by 
Brother Joseph O.S.B., a monk 
and a native of Landshut, Bavaria, 
who came to St. Bernard in 1892, 
and their details and true accuracy 
have drawn acclaim from many 
famous architécts.

The Garden Spot 


By Norman West 


Fungus leaf spot—a disease 
that defoliated many vegetable 
crops last year—is already pop- 
ping up in Alabama gardens with 
damaging results. 

It wasn’t uncommon last year 
to see entire gardens with yellow 
“fired up” or dead leaves. And 
gardeners can expect more of the 
same this year, according to Au- 
burn University Plant Pathologist 
Dr. Norman McGlohon. 

But there’s no need to worry— 
fungus diseases can be controlled. 
The Extension Service disease ex- 
pert points to Zineb and Maneb as 
the two most effective fungicides. 

He recommends using either of 
the two materials as a six per 
cent dust, or spraying with two 
tablespoons of 65 80 per cent 
wettable powder in a gallon of 
watr. He adds that spraying us- 
ually gives better results than 
|dusting. 

Put the first application on to- 
matoes when the first fruit is set, 
and on watermelons, cucumbers 
and cantaloupes when the runners 
are six to eight inches long. Re- 
peat the applications at 7- to 10- 
day intervals. 

A sulfer dust will control rust, 
the most common bean disease. 
Zineb and Maneb may not com- 
pletely control powdery mildew on 
cucumbers and melons if the dis- 
jease becomes severe. Katharane 
spray or dust is effective and 
should knock the disease out in 
one o rtwo applications.
